name, The president is elected for only 
one year, while the seven bundesrat 
members are each elected for three 
years. The position of bundesrat mem- 
ber, therefore, entirely dwarfs the po- 
sition of president. The Swiss in ques- 
tion may easily be able correctly to 
name the seven members of the bun- 
desrat, but yet be unable to say which 
of them is president. 


The Bundesrat, not the president, is 
collectively the real chief of the Swiss 


executive. The president, like any 
other member ,has .one-seventh of the 
power. But these one-sevenths are 
themselves made insignificant by the 
democratic character of the Swiss con- 
stitution. This democratic character is 
expressed in two ways. First, the fed- 
eral organization of Switzerland is a 
reality; and the twenty-two sovereign 
and independent cantons absorb locally 
most of the functions of government; 
and leave very little for the centra) 
federal government. Secondly, on most 
of those matters which remain for the 
federal government, the Bundesrat has 
no final power. The ultimate authority 
is either the “national assembly,” 
which is Switzerland’s congress, or the 
referendum in the shape of submission 
of disputed questions to direct popular 
vote. 
Little Left for Government. 

Of what little is left for the federal 
government to do only a fraction is 
done by the bundesrat and of the 
national assembly the constitution fol- 
lows the democratic precedent, and de-

The na- 
tional assembly consists of two cham- 
bers. One is the “national council,” 
which corresponds to some extent to 
the American house of representatives. 
It contains one member for every 20,000 
of the Swiss population. The members 
are elected by the direct-vote of ail per- 
sons over,twenty; and they hold their 
mandates for three years. The other 
chamber, corresponding to the Ameri- 
can senate, is the “estates council.” It 
consists of two members from éach can- 
ton, in all forty-four. This two- 
chambered natifnal assembly elects the 
bundesrat and president, the federal 
chancellor, the judges and the generals 
of the federal army. Its powers com- 
pletely overshadow those of the bun- 
desrat. It controls foreign and inter- 
cantonal treaties, legislates, regulates 
national defence, declares war and con- 
cludes peace, decide disputes as to the 
competence of the federal authorities; 
and even exercises the sole right of 
amnesty and pardon. According to 
this, the national assembly seems the 
real authority in the confederation. 
But as a fact the democratic idea is 
again applied here, and the assembly 
in turn is directly controlled by the 
individual citizen. If 30,000 Swiss citi- 
zens, or eight cantons, demand that a 
legielative project or even a decision of 
importance be submitted to the vote of 
the people, -the assembly is compelled 
Ito comply, and the result of the refer- 
endum is finally binding.

One 
Swiss citizen, M. Deucher, has been 
twenty-four years a member of the 
bunesrat and four times pregident of 
the confederation. The bundesrat—and, 
therefore, also the president—has no 
patronage. This results from the sys- 
tem of electing to public offices. 
Further the ornamental, and sometimes 
valuable, functions of presidency are 
in Switzerland unknown. There are no 
decorations. Bven in the army no or- 
ders are granted. Federal officials are 
forbidden to accept orders, decorations 
pee pensions from foreign gsovern- 
governments; and if they already hold 
such they must relinquish them upon 
election. 
There Are Ne Uniforms. 

There are no civil or diplomatic uni- 
forms. The president and’ his col- 
leagues appear always in morning or 
evening dress. Swiss diplomatic repre- 
sentatives abroad also wear no uni- 
forms, and have not yet learnt to copy 
some of thelr American colleagues 
whose “fake” gold-laced coats are a 
scandal at European courts. If a Swiss 
performs a herole action, or renders 
some great service to his fatherland, 
he is rewarded merely with a letter of 
appreciation; but even this comes not 
from the president, but from the 
bundesrat as a whole. The modest

The presidency is, strictly speaking, 
an “honorary” office. All that the 
president gets is an allowance of 18,000 
francs or $3,200 a year. He gets no 
representation or entertainment allow- 
ance, and no official residence. The 
other six members of the bundesrat 
receive $3,000 a year each. If the odd 
$200 a year be considered extra costs 
borne by the president in his function 
as document- signer, he may be said 
to be paid the same salary as are his, 
colleagues. And this is in accord with 
the constitutional theory that the 
president is merely chairman of the 
bundesrat. The president ig obliged 
to reside at Berne, and the constitu- 
tion compels him to abandon his pro- 
fession or occupation during his year 
oftenancy,so that accepting the wresi- 
dency usually means a monetary loss; 
and unless the president has private 
means he is pecuniarily worse off than 
any second-rate tradesman of the city 


of Berte. 


The position is only possible because 
the president is not expected to enter- 
tain. The semblance of a republican 
court which exists at the white house 
and still more so at the Champs Bily- 
sees does not exist in Berne. The 
Swiss president may occasionally be 
seen at the houses of the foreign dip- 
lomats; but he does not entertain them 
in return. Once a year only the fed- 
eral government gives a dinner to all 
the diplomats in the capital, and at 
this toasts are drunk and speeches 
made. If the president is a rich man 
he may entertain, but he does so in 
his function of citizen, and not as pres- 
ident. As a rule the presidents have 
been men of small or modest incomes, 
and that is the case with the president 
for 1911..

Ruchet’s spe- 
cial administrative department was 
that of culture and public instruction. 
He proved an active reformer, and 
showed himself a friend of innova- 
tions. He established courses for 
teachers of infant schools; amended 
the ‘teachers’ pension law; passed a 
law regulating libraries and muse- 
ums; started a movement for studying 
and preserving historical monuments; 
and created several new professorships 
in Lwusanne University. In 1899 after 
President Ruffy resigned his member- 
ship of the bundesrat, M. Ruchet be- 
came one of the seven members; and 
six years afterwards, in 1905, he be- 
came president for the first time of the 
confederation. He held the office with 
admitted success, and now six years 
later has been elected again. 

M. Ruchet is a widower. His. wife, 
wuo died last year, was distinguished 
as a prominent leader of the very weak 
Swiss feminist movement. Before her 
death she had the gatisfaction of see- 
ing marked feminist reforms intro- 
duced in the canton of Zurich, includ- 
ing the opening to women o facttvity 
in social, educational and criminolog- 
ical questions. M. Ruchet himself is a 
marked personality, and thereby he 
fulfils the tradition that all swiss 
presidents should be, to some extent, 
“originals.” Ruchet’s originality is 
the talk of Berne. First, he is a 
Vaudois, which is not quite the same 
thing as Swiss, for the people of Vaud 
are French Burgundians by race, who 
have old scores with the mainly Ger- 
man Bernese. The Vaudois is in char- 
acterictics rather a typical southern 
Frenchman, intensely patriotic in the 
local sense of the word, homely, clan- 
nish and provincial. —

More likely, you will 
comeé atross him tn the Hotel Berne, or 
some more modest cabaret, where he 
cits in shirt sleeves, and gossips in 
Vaudols 
country, or wresties with them at 
“Jass.” “Jas®’ is a national and inno- 
cent card game, the usual penalty for 
loss at which is that you pay for the 
victor’s coffee. Many visitors to 
Berne have been beaten at “Jass’” by 
M. Ruchet, and patd for the coffee, 
without knowing that his fellow- 
gambler was the nresident of the con- 
federation. As a walker, M. Ruchet 
had formerly few rivais in Switzer- 
land; but later he had to chosg be- 
tween pedestrianism and Vin de Vaud, 
and the latter conquered. Gout, ti.6re- 
fore, has somehat tempered the presi- 
dent’s p.-ysical activity; but he is 
stiss a tolerable mountaineer, a hardy 
liver and a@ man who has a tremendous 
folowing among his clannish provin- 
cials, 

Naturally enough, an office which 
has so little to offer in the way of 
emolymeénts or power, is not the object 
of infuriated party disputes. Nothing 
like an American electoral campaign 
could possibly take place in Switzer- 
land; and that is lucky for Switzer- 
land, as a new president has to be 
eletced every year. The election is 
not decided on party grounds. Parties 
exist in switzerland. In the federal 
assembly there ig a& permanent ma- 
jority of democrats, and a permanent 
minority of conservatives who, to some 
extent, correspond to the Catholic cen- 
ter in Germany. But this party divi- 
sion~ never appears during the elee- 
tion of the president. The president 
may be, by race, German, French or 
Italian, by religion, protestant or 
Catholic, and by politics democrat or 
conservative. The assembly's fune- 
tion is merely to choose a fit and ca- 
pable man; and it does this rather on 
the line of a social club than of a 
political assembly. 

Expects Ne Rival. 

The candidate expects to be elected 
almost unanimosuly; without any ri- 
val candidate, and as a rule this oc- 
curs. This principle is so universally 
admitted that a president eletced with 
only \a moderate majority would feel 
hurt. and would interpret the regult 
as proof of lack of confidence in his 
integrity. The case of Herr Fridolin 
Anderwert, who was elected to the 
presidency in 1881, shows how marked 
is thie sentiment. Herr Anderwert 
found himself opposed by the radical- 
democratic: party; and this opposition 
so annoyed him that he took his life 
on Christmas day, 1880, before enter- 
ing upon office. At first sight this 
election of presidents on non-party 
principles is a tribute to the impar- 
tiality of the Swiss mind. But,. except 
as a tribute to personal worth, the 
presidency is not worth having; and 
neither the president nor his party 


stands to gain anything from their’ 


victory.

If you want a type of what every 
Georgia county should do in the mat- 
ter of good roads building. go down 
to Americus and take a look at the 
roads of Sumter. 

In this county there have been built 
within the last three years approx!i- 
mately 150 miles of the most perfect 
roadways not only in Georgia, but in 
the south. 

It is a simple statement of fact that 
the Sumter county roads cannot be 
beaten. 

And they are nothing more nor legs 
than a proper. admixture of sand and 
clay in right proportion, laid upon a 
Sraded surface, rolled and packed and 
ecraped whenever there is necessity 
for it, with the split-log drag. 

Sumter finds her road materials right 
at home, but she goes further than 
many other counties in similar posi- 
tion; she puts the energy and the la- 
bor’ and the money back of the ma- 
terials and converts them into roads 
that would make any race track in the 
country sit up and take notice. 

Beats the Speedway. 

Driving The Constitution's Thomas 
Piyer over the Oglethorpe road out of 
Americus at forty-eight miles an hour 
on the occasion of the recent trip to 
the Albany meeting of the Anderson- 
ville-Thomasville highway committee, 
Manager H. B. Odell, of the auto com- 
pany. remarked as the car sped along 
without the slightest apparent effort: 

“There is no question that these 
roads have got the Speedway beaten.” 

And it was less than three yearg 
ago that Sumter county began putting 
the good roads gospel into practice. 

Under the able direction of Chair- 
man Frank Sheffield, of the county 
commissioners and his co-workers on 


the board, Sumter county has achieved 
within that brief space what, per- 
naps, no other county in the south 
has done, and she has done it because 
the people are wide-awake, enterprising 
and determined. Everybody in Sumter 
wants good roads, and the only diffi- 
culty the county commissioners x- 
perienced was the keen competition 
among the people in various sections 
of the county who wanted their.r@ads 
bullt first. 

So the board went ahead the best it 
could and with the results, at least, it 
has been able both to satisfy and‘to 
gratify every resident of the county. 

On the New Highway. 

When the question of the establish- 
ment of the Andersonville-Thomasville 
highway came ‘up at Albany a few 
weeks ago, Sumter county lacked. @ 
faw miles of having its part of the 
route complete to the Macon county 
line at the Andersonville station.. The 
county convicts were put immediately 
to work on that particular portion of 
the road, and less than a mile of it 
remains to be completed. And it is 
one.of the finest pieces of road work 
in the county, too. 

So that now Sumter county’s thirty 
miles of highway on the Anderson- 
ville-Thomasville route are the pret- 
tiest and smoothest anywhere on it. 

Sumter county doesn’t build roads 
over hills; it cuts through them. There 
are cuts in the county anywhere from 
a few feet to twenty-five or thirty 
feet deep, and there are fills almost 
as high. Of course, there are hills in 
the county, but they are long gentle 
slopes over which tavo mules can pull 
ten bales of cotton almost as easily 
as they can on level ground. There 
are none of the steep, quick and heavy 
grades to cause extraordinary effort or 
strain in pulling over them. 

Boom in Property Values.

Good roads pbuilding has, of course, 
practically doubled property values in 
Sumter since it was begun; in. many 
instances it has trebled them. 

Three years ago land in Sumter was 
plentiful at $15 to $20 per acre; gooi 
land, too. Today it is bringing from $40 
to $60 right.along, and it is not so easy 
to get it at those figures. Recently 
Several sales have been made at $60, 
and values are eontinuing to advance. 

Arthur Rylander, a well-known citi!- 
zen of Americus, five months ago 
bought a Sumter county farm a consid- 
erable distance out from Americus at 
$20 per-acre; two weeks ago he sold 
it for $40, and that is only one of 
many similar instances.

Sumter’s good roads not only con- 
stitute a tremendous aggregate sav- 
ing to the farmer in putting his pro- 
duce into the market, but they have 
had a still. more far-reaching result, 
one which it was thought but a short 
time ago could only be -accomplishe4 
through the agricultural schools and 
colleges, 

But it is a fact, as Chairman Shef- 
field pointed out,-that good roads are 
making better farmers; they are ele- 
vating the standard among them. 

With good roads a farmer has got 
to increase his efficiency or fall be- 
hind In the game. 

This fact is easily demonstrated in 
looking over the Sumter county roads 
and glancing at the farms on either 
side. They are better terraced, walls 
are built where théy are needed, the 
crops look vigorous and lusty and flour- 


ishing and the _— per acre is neces- 
sarily greater. 

“See that corn field?” remarked 
Chairman Sheffield as The Constitution 
party passed a field, grown up in corn 
about ten inches high, and apparently 
almost as thick as oats. “Well, that 
man is getting 100 bushels to the acre 
there.”’ 

“He'll have to thin it out, won't he?’ 
was asked. , 

“Not at all. It will grow to maturity 
just like that, and every stalk will do 
its duty.” 


More Capital, More Interest. 


“What is the real reason back” of 
all this improvement in farming and 
the farmer?’ I asked. 

“The increased value of land,” Mr. 
Sheffield replied. “With land worth $60 
an acre, a farmer has to get two or 
three times as much from each acre as 
he did when his land was worth only 
$20. In other words, it becomes a case 
of getting the interest and profits from 
the increased capitalization, just ex- 
actly as a man would have to do if he 
doubled his capital in the mercantile 
business; if he didn’t get more out 
of it, he would ultimately fail. 

“So it is with the farmer. His $20 
land of three years ago is worth from 
$40 to $60 today, and his capitaliza- 
tion has Increased to that extent. There 
is only one way for him to meet the 
situation, and that is to get more out 
of. the land, more per acre, Stmter 
county farmers have realized this, and 
they have gone to work to do it. 

“That is one reason why they aré 
better farmets toay than they were 
then; another is that they are progress- 
ive, they have learned what to do and 
how to do it; they are applying mod- 
ern methods and they are getting good 
results.” 

What Sumter county has done any 
other county in Georgia can do, some 
in greater and others, perhaps, in less 
degree. But they can al! do it and they 
can all get similar good results, if they 


will just get to work and make roads 
like Sumter county has made them. 


THREE MILLIONS 


GALLONS BEER 


DRUNK IN CHICAGOIN THREE DAYS 


Chicago, May 20.—Three million gal- 
lons of beer have been consumed by 
Chicagoans during the excessive heat 
of the three days. 

This is nearly one-half a gallon daily 
for every man, woman and child in this 
city. About one-half of the population 
does not drink beer, so it remained. for 
the other half to use for quarts a 


day. There are over 7,000 saloons in 
the city. Ordinarily the consumption 


of beer is three barrels a day to tach 
saloon. This indicates that in average 
weather the city consumes about 675,- 
000 gallons per day. With the hot 
wave, however, there has been a big 
increase, and the total sale has been 
more than 30,000 barrels a day. Fig- 
uring 32 gallons to the barrel, it 
amounts to about 1,000,000 gallons 
daily that has gone down the throsts 
of Chicago beer drinkers.

FOR HIS TROUNCING 


Damages Awarded. Teacher of 
Music for Beating Received 
Five Years Ago. 


Macon, Ga., parr 20.—(Special.)— 
On May 29, 1906, Charles M. Vet, a 
French music teacher, then located at 
Dublin, told Miss Mattie Dew, the 
teacher of expression, that she had 
acted unladylike because she insisted 
on using a plano over his protest. 

That night B. A. Hooks, Andrew A. 
Cowart, T. W. Hooks, Dan Driggers 
and Blount Freeman induced Vet to 
leave his boarding house, and when 
they had him in a dark place pro- 
ceeded to administer a brutal beating. 
Today a jury in the United States cir- 
cult court, after remaining out only 
Gifteen minutes, returned a verdict in 
favor of Vet, awarding him damages 
aggregating $2,300. 

The damages were proportioned as 
follows: B. A. Hooke and Andrew A. 
Cowart, $1,000 each; T. W. Hooks, Dan 
aeaptere and Blount Freeman, $100 


IMPETUS IS GIVEN TO 
CHAMP CLARK BOOM 


Olmsted Says the House Dem- 
ocrats Favor the Speaker 
for President. 


——— 


Washington, May 20.—Representa- 
tive Olmsted, of Pennsylvania, repub- 
lican, in the house today ve new im- 
etus to the Clark presidential ‘ boom. 

r. Olmsted referred to a newspaper 
report that three-fourths of the demo- 
cratic members of the house favored 
Governor Woodrow Wilson for the 
presidency. 

“T do not agree with that,” said Mr. 
Olmsted. “I believe that four-fifths of 
you on that side favor the nomination 
of the speaker of this house, Champ 
Clark. But I belleéve that if we are to 
have a democratic president next time, 
which God forbid, four-fifths of the 
members on this side of the house 
would rather see Champ Clark occupy 
that high position.” 


Educational Rally. 
Forsyth, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—A 
big educational rally was held at 
Meek’s school house, near this city, 
Friday, several thousand people being 
present. Talks along educationa! lines 
were made by Col. O. B. Blood- 


worth, of this city, and others. 


Judge Dickson Holds That the 
‘Prosecuting Attorney, Judge 
of Court and Grand Jury En- 
tered Into Conspiracy to De- 
prive Cox of His Rights. 


Cincinnati, May 20.—Declaring that 
the county prosecutor, a judge of the 
court of common pleas and perhaps, 
also, the January grand jury had con- 
spired to deprive George B. Cox of his 
constitutional rights, Judge William 
BE. Dickson today ordered the indict- 
ments against the republican leader 
quashed. 

Prosecuting Attorney Hunt took 
steps to have the case appealed to the 
higher court. 

Practically Cox is free by today’s 
decision. 

Conspiracy Charged. 

Dickson’s decision was exhaustive as 
to the points of law, and elaborate 
on the findings of fact. 

“The undisputed evidence shows,” 
gaid Judge Dickson, “that the grand 
jury and the prosecuting attorney and 
the judge of the court, Frank M. Gor- 
man, entered into a conspiracy delib- 
erately to deprive the accused of his 
constitutional rights, and to have him 
rush to Batavia, Clermont county, 
Ohio, without any hearing whatever.” 

Prosecutor Hunt, in a formal state- 
ment declared: 

“Judge Dickson’s action is no sur- 
prise to people of this county. His 
decision is not the law, and will be 
held, erroneous by the supreme court of 
Ohio.” 

Judge Dickson found the Indictments 
defective in substance, this phase of 
the decision operating to free Cox not 
only from the indictments in question, 
but also from re-indictment on the 
same set of alleged facts by any sub- 
sequent grand jury. 

History o” the Case. 

Cox was indicted on February 21, 
and his case has been fought before 
fifteen judges of the common pleas, 
circuit and supreme courts of Ohio, 
the battle of technicalities starting 
when Cox swore off the bench Judge 
Frank Gorman, then sitting in the 
criminal branch of the court of com- 
mon pleas. From this point the attor- 
neys fought the right of a prosecutor 
to take similar action through the 
circult court to the supreme court of 
the state, the latter body giving out a 
finding which virtually confirmed the 
position taken by Cox’s attorneys, that 
the common pleas court of Hamilton 
county had sufficient jurisdiction to 
dispose of the questions involved. 

Judge Charles J. Hunt thereupon 
held the Cox affidavit against Judge 
Gorman sufficient, overruled a similar 
affidavit by the prosecutor directed 
against Judge Dickson and confirmed 
the latter as the trial judge. . The mo- 
tion to quash was originally made be- 
fore Judge Gorman, but it reverted to 
Dickson when the latter was finally 
named to hear the case for and against 
Cox. 

Judge Dickson holds, in substance, 
that in calling Cox before the grand 
jury in 1906 ahd compelling him to 
testify there, and then indicting him 
for perjury because of that testimony, 
there was a violation of his constitu- 
tional rights. — 

Absolutely Frees Cox. 

‘Nothing said by the accused at that 
time before that gramid jury can be 
the predicate of any criminal charge 
against him by any indictment,” is 
the declaration of Judge Dickson, 
which not only frees Cox absolutely 
upon the present indictments, but 
holds that he never can be lawfully in- 
dicted upon the facts set out by the 
last grand fury or because of any- 
gang he said at the grand jury hear- 
ing in 1906, 

The indictments against Cox charged 
that in testifying before a grand jury 
in 1906, he declareds that he had re- 
ceived none of the money paid by vari- 
ous banks to county treasurers as 
“gratuities” for the deposit of county 
funds in the institutions, the existence 
of these institutions et been 
brought out before the Drake investi- 
gating committee of the state legisla- 
ture. 

The grand jury of 1911, however, 
charged that it had information that 
he did receive interest money from 
Tilden R. French and John H. Gibson 
while they were county treasurers, the 
indictments asserting that he was 
given $48,500 by Gibson and $17,500 
by French.

“Resolved, That we request the state 
democratic executive committee to call 
a primary for the purpose of naming 
a senator to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Senator Clay.” 

The Australian ballot system was 
indorsed as follows: 

“Whereas, there are many citizens 
often intimidated at the polls, many 
others who remain at home because of 
the publicity of the present ballot sys- 
tem, and 

“Whereas, thirty- -elght states have 
seen fit to adopt the Australian bal- 
lot systemi; be it 

“Resolved, That we ask our repre- 
sentatives to use their energies to put 
a law on the statute books of Georgia 
compelling all elections in the state 
to use the Australian ballot system 


‘and go formulateg that no ticket can 


be thrown out because of confusion ex- 
cept that particular part !n confusion.” 

The following resolution indorsed 
the county unit plan: 

“Whereas, the .county unit plan of 
elections was changed, contrary to the 
campaign pledges, by Governor Smith 
and against the wishes of the majority 
of the people, and without their con- 
sent; 

“Resolved, That we ask our repre- 
sentatives to use their powers to put 
& law on the statute books making | 
the old county unit plan of election for | 
state officers a law in the state of 
Georgia.”’ 

The number of people at the meeting 
was much smaller than the originators 
anticipated, very little enthusiagm be- 
ing manifested.

Editor Constitution: Last summer 
the newspapers had a great deal to say 
about my new feeding barn and silos 
which were then under construction. 
The campaign for more manure and 
better manure its over, and I have felt 
it worth while to tell my brother farm- 
ers about it. 

The feeding of cattle for the manure 
has become so important and so inter- 
esting to the farmers that I feel any 
authentic information on the subject 
will be welcomed by the people gener- 
ally. During the last year I experi- 
mented along this line quite extensive- 
ly, and obtained some valuable experi- 
ence for which I paid quite heavily. I 
feel that it is a public duty to let others 
have the benefit of this experience, as 
it may save some man less able than 
myself to stand the loss from making 
the same mistakes I did. 

I bought 108 steers last October in 
Tennessee, and fed them until March. I 
have kept books on the whole transac- 
tion, so that I am not guessing, except 
where I indicate I gm estimating. I 
have made so many mistakes that I 
feel ashamed to confess them, but as 
they are the same mistakes that other 
men would be likely to make and will 
make unless they take warning, I feel 
willing to stand whatever ridicule shall 
be caused by reading the story. I shall, 
if I live, follow up the business this 
fall, and I am preparing to profit by my 
own blunders, and write this to warn 
others or to help them to make a suc- 
cess of it.

Although I used by best efforts and 
sought information from every avail- 
able source, I blundered egregiously in 
buying the cattle. I only found this 
out when I went to sell, and then dis- 
covered a great many things to which 
I will direct attention. 

My farm in Edgefield county is below 
the quarantine line which the United 
States government has established, and 
beeves from south of that line cannot 
be marketed anywhere nérth of it with- 
out a handicap of at least one-half a 
cent per pound, and the buyers take 
advantage of that. I was in Washing- 
ton when. the cattle were sold, and 
found out southern cattle have to be 
sold for “immediate slaughter,” have to 
be kept in separate pens, and in every 
way the southern feeder is handicapped. 

The cattle were too small, averaging 
when bought 869 pounds; and when 
sold they weighed 937 pounds. In ex- 
planation of these weights I will say 
that I give the weights in Tennessee 
when purchased and the weights in 
Washington when sold after four days 
and nights on the cars. If I could have 
sold at home it would have been more

Pure Water. 

My cattle at all times had access to 
a plentiful supply of pure water, and I 
always kept rock salt in large lumps 
in the troughs. 

There was a disposition among the 
steers to ride a weakling, and I de- 
cided that this was a manifestatién of 
nature’s way of having only the fit- 
tiest survive. Thus it is tmportant to 
have the cattle as near a size ag possi- 
ble when they go into the barn. After 
a week or two the puny, timid weak- 
lings may be given a fair show at the 
food by dividing the herd, putting the, 
strong, greedy animals together and 
the others in a separate pen. 

The figures above show a deficit or 
loss of $1,949.96, which is dttributable 
to the purchase of the cattle when they 
were very high, and their sale when 
they were very low. As an offset, I 
have the manure, which, owing to the 
reasons I have mentioned, is only half 
as much in quantity as I should have. 
I made 500 loads of manure, hauled 
out in a manure spreader which has a 
bed 17 inches deep, 40 inches wide, and 
10 feet long. This is a light 4-horse 
load, and is supposed to be 65 bushels. 
In addition, I have four acres of land 
which was cowpened for three months, 
and ought to be very rich. I will kiow 
just how rich when the crop comes. A 
reasonable estimate of the value of the 
manure would be $1,000. 

Don’t feed cattle at all, unless you 
build a silo or can get hulls at less 
than $5 pér ton, and have only a short 
distancé to haul them. 

Don’t be alarmed at the cost of a silo. 
My two, which together will hold 260 
tons, only cost, all told, $500. Each 
one can figure for himself, but I cal- 
culate, with ordinary lumber put up in 
a substantial way, the cost of a similar 
silo need not exceed $200. There is no

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ed more than 200 pounds each. Some of 
the animals were not of the beef type, 
although they were grade Herefords, 
Shorthorns and Devons, and were in 
good thrifty condition when purchased. 

I weighed three cars of these cattle 
the day: they were loaded for market, 
and they averaged 1,030 pounds to the 
steer. Four days later, on the Wash- 
ington market, these same steers weigh- 
ed 928 pounds, or a loss of 102 pounds 
each. , 

There were too many cattle for my 
feeding barn, which is about 60 by 60 
feet, and can accommodate comfortably 
only sixty head. I noticed from the start 
that some steers were better feeders 
than others; always hungry, apparently 
greedy, and would not be shoved aside, 
but would squeeze in and get their 
share. Others were puny and timid, and 
would fall in behind the rest when 
feeding time came, and these, of course, 
could not and did not take on flesh as 
they ought to have done. 

His Start. 

I did not have scales to keep tab on 
the gain in flesh month by month as I 
should have done, and will do here- 
after. 

I started with a reasonable amount 
of bedding, mainly pine-straw. This 
gave out Christmas, and owing to the 
demoralization of labor which always 
comes at that season of the year, I 
could not get the necessary bedding, 
and was compelled to turn the cattle 
out of the barn, which is situated in one 
corner of a four-acre lot. Thus I lost a 
great deal of manure. 

Last summer I had built two silos, 
16 feet in diameter and 33 feet high. 
One of these was half filled in Septem- 
ber with corn, which Would have made 
40 or 50 bushels to the acre, run 
through a machine and cut into half- 
inch lengths. The other was filled 
three-fourths full in October with 


n, Ga. 
On interstate law, W. K. Miller, Au-/sorghum, corn after oats, and pea vines 


and crab-grass after oats. This last 
silage was fed first. I commenced feed- 
ing the steers on October 15 with pea 
vines and crab-grass, cut and hauled 
direct from the field into the barn with- 
out wilting. I never saw animals eat 
anything more ravenously. Began feed- 
ing cotton. seed hulls and meal at the 
start, and alternated between hulls and 
meal and ensilage and meal daily until 
the ensilage gave out. The cattle were 
crazy to get the ensilage, and never 
wasted any of ft. They would nose over 
the hulls and meal and root down in 
the troughs, so that from the very start 
there was a iloss of hulls and meal 
which were rooted out of the troughs. 
This disinclination to eat the hulls 
grew as the campaign progressed, and 
the superiority of silage over cotton 
seed hulls grew upon me with overpow- 
ering force. So, I early decided that I 
would not buy any more hulls. I now 
declare as the result of my own per- 
sonal experience in feeding that I would 
not haul cotton seed hulls 5 miles if 
they were given to me. It is very cer- 
tain that no man can afford to buy hulls 
at anything like the prices they have 
sold for this year, and anyone who in- 
tends to carry on the business of feed- 
ing cattle economically should build a 
silo. The value of ensilage as compared 
with hulls can be estimated by the 
chemists, but my observation and ex- 
perience, to say nothing of my reading, 
all teach me that ensilage can be so 
cheaply made, and is in every way so 
superior as a vehicle to mix with con- 
centrates like cotton seed meal that 
anyone who has stock to feed cannot 
afford to buy hulls at even $4 per ton. 
I advocate the growing of sorghum 
for ensilage. On rich land, the yield of 
sorghum is enormous. I would say not 
less than ten tons per acre, and I have 
seen what I thought was a yleld of 
twenty tons per acre. I believe that 
ensilage made of sorghum ig fully as 
valyable in fattening properties as en- 
silage made of corn with the ears left

Don’t buy cattle to feed unless you 
know what kind of cattle will sell best 
—the beef type. 

Don’t buy cattle to feed weighing 
less than 950 pounds. This is the limit 
downward; 1,000 pounds is the proper 
minimum. There is more ready sale 
and more profit in steers weighing 
1,200 to 1,300 pounds when fattened. 

Against Scrub Cattle. 

Don’t try to feed ordinary scrub cat- 
tle, for they will not take on flesh, or 
sellas wellas the blooded grades. They 
will make as much manure anc as 
g00d manure, but the selling at a 
profit is a true test which will in the 
end govern this business. 

Don't feed damaged cotton seed meal, 
for, while it is perhaps as good for 
fertilizer, it will not show the same 
results in feeding as good bright mea). 

Don’t fail to clean out the troughs 
with a wooden paddle, just before feed- 
ing each time. This is important to 
save feed and to Keep the cattle with 
an appetite. 

Don’t make the mistake of having 
your troughs too shallow, and be sure 
to arrange so that you can elevate 
them as the manure rises. My troughs 
are between the posts which support 
the roof, and I use iron pins % inch 
in diameter to support the troughs, My 
troughs are 14 inches deep, and they 
are too shallow. Deep troughs are not 
essential in feeding ensilage. It is| 
highly necessary to have plenty of 
trough rom, for, when the food is put 
in, the greedy animals shove the others 
aside, and it is only after each one has 


they begin to eat. 

Don’t forget the bedding. Unless cat- 
tle are comfortable they will not take 
on fat as they should. This means 
they ought to be well bedded or put 
out in the open, except during storm or 
cold rain. The question of whether to 
feed in a barn or out in the open must 
be decided by local conditions. I 
know it will not do to feed in the 
open on clay soils, but on sandy land 
that will not ruin by being puddled. 
There are only a few days in each win- 
ter when the cattle will not do better 
outside than under cover. 

Don't expect to get the prices for 
beeves that you see quoted in the 
papers. These prices are for corn-fed 


cotton seed meal cattle. 

Don’t fail to recollect that you can 
get information of the right kind from 
the experts, who are subject to your 
call, employed by Clemson, by the 
United States government, and by the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association.

F. Reese, of the diocese of Georgia, 
and his successors in office. 

In turn, the diocese of Georgia sur- 
renders all of its rights in the F. M. 
Weston bequest, so that this shall be 
hereafter managed alone by the dio- 
cese of Atlanta. 

The proceeds, incomes, revenues and 
choses in action which arise and may 
arise from the People’s farm in Cam- 
den county, are to be held by Bishop 
Nelson, and the Glynn county model 
farm ig to be held by the two dioceses, 
owning each a half undivided mMmterest 
in the same.

“NO MORE POLITICS FOR ME,” 
DECLARES JUDGE W. B. LAMAR 


The following story from the Wash 
ington Post, will ‘be of interést.to the 
many friends of Judge W. B. Lamar, 
formerly a member of congress from 
Florida, but who has recently made 
Atlanta his permanent home: 

“There Was a general and genial 
welcome for former Representative 
Lamar, of Florida, when he came 
through the alley at the Willard last 
night. .His old congressional compan- 
ions gave him cheerful greetings, and 
at once wanted to talk about southern 
presidential preferences. There were 
the expected expostulations from Mr. 
Lamar, private citizen of the republic, 
that he was out of politics, and he took 
pains to repeat the out of politics 
remark several times during the eve- 
ning session with old friends. Instead 
of satisfying the souls of his question- 
ers with predictions about the favorite 
candidate for president on the south. 
Brother Lamar preferred a preface 
about the recent supreme court decis 
ion on Standard Oil. 

“*The decision of the court is the 
essence of good sense, began Lamar. 
‘The American people are competeut 
to settle the corporation and trust 
puroblem, and that, too, without going 
to extremes. Full and complete pub- 
licity as to their doings, confiscatory 
fnes imposed on the corporations for 
violations of the law, and the peniten- 
tiary for delinquept, law-defying trust 
officials will soon bring about an ade- 
quate regulation of the trusts and their 
projectors. Make all business legiti- 
mate business is the solution of our 
present economic problem.’ The former 
Florida representative is building a 
splendid home in Atlanta. He remains 
a citizen of the south and a democrat. 
Yet he felt constrained to remark to 
political friends who remain in the 
game: 

“‘No more politics for me. I enjoyed 
it to the Mmit afid have no complaints 
to offer, no disappointments with 


which to bore my friends and delight 
my foes. For thirty years I held of- 
fice continuously, and why should I 
lament that I am now a private citl- 
zen? Now that I am actually out, I 
will stay out and I have no desire to 
get in again.

But whether in or out 
of politics, every American citizen 
should be an actual politician—using 
the highest meaning of the word—and 
should continue as active for good gov- 
ernment and the weal of his country as 
a private citizen the same as when 
drawing a salary on the official roll.’ 

“‘Get into actua) politics a minute, 
Mr: Lamar, and give us a tip as to the 
next democratic candidate for presi- 
dent,’ was urged upon the Florida- 
Georgia statesman, ‘who responded: 

““Give us Governor Judson Harmon, 
of Ohio, or Governor Woodrow Wil- 
son, of New Jersey, or Champ Clark, 
of Missouri, speaker of the house of 
representatives, and we will defeat the 
republican party, President Taft, or 
any one else who may be named by the 
republican party. Or, with due respect 
to the three eminent democrats I have 
just named, let the democrats in na- 
tional convention assembled nominate 
Chief Justice White, of the United 
States supreme court. He would make 
a magnificent candidate, and a great 
president, and we are going to elect a 
democrat, either Clark, Harmon, Wil- 
son or White..« We are sure of a good 
democrat in the white house which 
ever one is named by the convention.’ 

“In a modest way' former Represen- 
tative Lamar begged leave to add a 
word of commendation for his relative 
Justice Lamar, of the United States 
supreme court and said:

Under the tentative plans already 
prepared, a number of the rooms are 
comparatively small, and are narrow 
in comparison to their length. These 
are intended for the use. of dentists 
who require small rooms for operat- 
ing rooms, and scarcely larger ones 
for waiting roms. Physicians need 
larger quarters both for operating and 
waitingg rooms, and rooms en suite 
will be arranged for them according 
to their own needs. 

Ground Floor Plan, 
The ground floor plan, as prepared 


by Mr. Loridan, has been pronounced 


perfect, and will, in all probability, be 
adopted with little or no change in the 
present plan. 

It comprises a main entrance from 
Forsyth street to both the portion of 
the building which will be used as an 
office building, and that in the rear, 
which will be used as a hotel. There 
are also entrances on James street to 
both parts of the building, which are 
entirely separate from one another. 
From the Forsyth street entrance to 
hotel will be an entrance to the 


building, thus putting patrons of the 
hotel in easy reach of a restaurant. 

A feature of the building which the 
ground floor plans bring out promi- 
nently is the unusual amount of light 
the corridors and lobby will get from 
directly overhead. The dotted lines in 
the ground floor cut. autline skylights,

Every great American driver is 
entered, and almost every make of car 
which is attracted by the racing sport 
has been declared in. 

It has been nine months since the 
initial announcement of this contest 
was made by the promoters, and each 
month has witnessed an 
interest on the part of the public, as 
well as the manufacturers. Almost 
six months ago the first entry was 
-made. 

Two young millionaire sportsmen. 
Caleb Bragg and David Bruce-Brown. 
will steer a pair of the famous Italian 
Fijats. 

Pitted against this array of foreign 
talent from the best factories in Eu- 
rope, will the cream of the American 
school. Not a car that has become fa- 
mous through its work on the track 
will be absent. 

The long race has assumed even 
greater proportions than the pro- 
moters had anticipated when the purse 
of $26,000 in gold was hung up for the 
winners of the first ten places. A cap- 
ital prize of $10,000 headed a list of 
nine others, as follows: Second, 
$5,000; third, $3,000; fourth, $2,000: 
fifth, $1,500; sixth, $1,000; seventh. 
$800; eighth, $700; ninth, $600 and 
tenth $500. In addition to this fortune 
ef precious metal, there have been 
added side prizes by various accessory 
makers, which bring the total to be 
won up to about $40,000.

There is an offer of $50 to every 
player who hite the bull sign with a 
alrly batted fly ball during a regular 
scheduled league game, and a carton of 
Bull Durham to every player who 
makés a home fun on the fleld where 
the Bull Durham sign ifs located. 

The signs were first placed in the 
parks in 1909. During that year there 
were fifty-four bulls scattered through- 
out the country. These bulls were hit 
fourteen times during the season, mak- 
ing a total of $700 distributed to the 
lucky players. There were 487 home 
runs made in these parks, making a 
total of 2,435 pounds of tobacco for 
the heavy hitters.

At the same time, if our college 
teams played exactly the same number 
of games, with exactly the same oppon- 
ents, and as many of the games at 
home as abroad with each opponent, 
it would be possible enough for any- 
body to declare a definite champion in 
the same way that champion teams of 
professional leagues are selected. This 
ideal state of affairs is, however, ab- 
solutely never the case in college ball, 
and so all that can be done in such a 
connection ig to give a resume of the 
work of each team with an expression 
of individual opinion as to relative 
-strengths.

Several times in the history of the 
Same in the south I have ventured to 
declare a clean-cut championship in 
favor of a team that had pleyed a good 
full schedule of games against repre- 
sentative college teams, and had been 
fortunate enough to win all or the 
majority of the games of every ,series 
so played. But that happens very in- 
frequently, and when it hasn’t happen- 
ed the best “nerve” I can show in con- 
sidering the proposition is to state 
which team I consider the strongest of 
the season—and: there, I doubt not, I 
will find plenty to differ with me. 

So tar as the general season record 
goes Georgia has undoubtedly a higher 
percentage of games won than dny 
other team, and she maintained her 
strength from first to last with admir- 
able consistency. It is true she was, 
in my opinion, little if any stronger 
at the end of the season than she had 
been six weeks before, but -the credit 
of her season’s career lies in the fact 
that she did not suffer a slump at any 
period during the season. 

A few may drgue that the fact that 
Tech won two games out of four from 
her at the end of the season indicated 
clearly that Georgia was in a slump at 
that very time. I do not think so. My, 
opinion is that Tech had simply gath- 
ered strength to the point where they 
could hold their own with this power 
ful advérsary. In other words, if one 
were considering merely which team 
was the strongest at the end of the 
season I should have much difficulty 
in choosing between Georgia and Tech: 
in facet I should in that event decline 
to make a choice. I will end my dis- 
cussion of that point by merely saying 
that I consider each a full and equal 
match for the other here at the close 
of the season. : 

This may not, however, prevent re- 
flection on another related point, and 
that is which team deserves the. most 
credit on their season's work and ef-

Claims of Other Teams. 


Already some are wondering if this 
article is to be confined to a considera- 
tion of two Georgia teams. By no 
means. I was merely pointing out that 
in a consideration like thé presént the 
public is interested from two different 
points of view, and, after that, I ven- 
tured to intimate that the university 
team seemed to have the call over all 
other southern teams for the season 
from the vantage ground of percentage, 
while Tech could reasonably claim it 
from the heights of athletic deserts. 

Georgia cannot claim a clear-cut 
championship, because she did not win 
the series either with Trinity, Wash- 
ington and Lee or Tech. And still 
she might have been able to do these 
things had an odd number of games 
been scheduled with each of the three. 
And then against she might not. Ar- 
gument settles nothing here. .The fact 
remains that she has the best percent- 
age of any of. them, and whether a 
“championship” be involved and includ- 
ed or not, I see no difficulty in ranking 
her on her season’s record in first 
place. 

Georgia had exceptionally fine mate- 
rial this year, especially in the matter 
of pitchers and catchers—the most im- 
portant places on a team. That she 
made good use of her material and op- 
portunities is now history, and the de- 
tatls need not be reviewed. Had she 
failed to take advantage of her mate- 
rial and opportunities she might now 
have been justly open to censure, but 
since she did she is fairly entitled to 
her wreath, and a handsome one it is, 
despite the fact that a few of the larg- 
est and finest berries were plucked off 
by others. Potentially, Georgia’s mate- 
rial was, I should say, somewhere near 
20 per cent stronger than that of the 
next best teams of the year, and in my 
opinion the others were in several in- 
stances fortunate, even if valiant, to 
get off with as good a score against 
the Athenians a8 they did. 

Second Place in Ranking. 

But if it was by no means a certain- 
ty that Georgia should be ranked first 
without dispute it is still harder to 
catch the second place man. Trinity 
had a wonderful record up to the time 
she arrived in the far south. Her vic- 
tories over half a dozen of the best 
college teams of the north made her 
an adversary to be feared by all. But 
the Georgia tribes held their ground 
stoutly against the invaders, Georgia 
and Tech getting an even break with 
them, while Mercer won both battles 
with the Tarheels. Yes, that looks 
good for. the Cracker clans. But, 
again, when you stop to think it over, 
it wasn’t doing so much as you might 
think. Firstly, it ought to be. remem- 
bered that these Trinity chaps played 
every one of the six games in hostile 
territory, under unknown umpires, with 
lots of travel and tiresome demoraliz- 
ing sightseeing thrown in. - 

Mercer caught them last of all, after 
a particularly trying time of it for the 
Trinity team over Sunday; and there is 
little telling how much that didn’t have 
to do'with their defeats in Macon the 
following Monday and Tuesday. After 
returning home Trinity played some 
good ball ain, and then again some 
poor ball. evertheless, their record 
for the entire season is an enviable one. 
They also were blassed with a super- 
abundance of superior material, and it 
was smal] wonder they won games from 
the very best of opponents—particular- 
ly with Pitcher ntt in the box. 

Mercer’s Splendid Team. 

The Baptists from Macon had no 
such array of natural telent as graced 
the fields of Trinity and Georgia this 
season, but they did have, nevertieless, 
a very fine ball club. It was a de- 
cidedly well coached team and won 
games with surprising regularity and 
persistency, and that in spite of con- 
siderable hard luck, Illness  hevin 
taken their captain and one excellen 
pitcher from the team right at the 
outset of the season, and kept these 
two valuable players out of the line- 
up for a number of games. Again, at 
the near-finish of the season, . they 
found themselves in a badly-crippled 
condition. Mercer took two games. out 
of three from Tech, strictly by superior 
play. although it needs to be remem- 

ereq that just at this time Tech was 
working with entirely green pitchers 
and entirely green catchers also, M. 
Hill having just met with the serious 
accident to his leg, which practically 
put Tech out-of the running at the 
very start of the season. Later on, 
Tech was able to break even with 
Georgia, both at home and abroad,

Leufficient merit was placed upon Mer- 
cer’s feat of putting down Alabama in

The history of the *11 Tech team was 
a repetition of that of most of its 
predecessors—a fair quantity of me- 
terial of fair quality at the outset, 
which could have been moulded into a 
very strong combination barring the 
butting in of unlooked-for and un- 
controllable difficulties.

They have to spe- 
cialize in some one thing if they wish 
to excell. e Tennessee colleges go

e futures were taken in large quan- 
tities around top prices, while offerings 

nearby oil were exceedingly scarce 
and difficult to obtain even at advanc- 
1 quotations. Receipts from primary 
points were much smaller than noted 
during the previous week, and it is be- 
lieved that supplies of real oil in local 
hands have diminished rather than in- 
creased 


No further tenders of consequence 
Were made against May contracts, and 
the shorts have shown considerable 
anxiety, owing to the underlying 
strength in the remainder of the mar- 
ket. A fairly good demand was preva- 
lent for spot and prompt shipments, 

the absence of offerings has re- 
stricted trading. Practically all the oil 
- that is received is immediately shipped 
on export contracts, and present hold- 
ers are very cautious when it comes to 
selling the real stuff. 

Most of the week's activity was con- 
fined to the July, August and Septem- 
ber options, and as soon as the price 
level was advanced to 6.45, the demand 
seemed to increase, especially for man- 
ufacturing purposes. On each upward 
spurt there was more or less profit- 
taking from speculative interests, but 
the ket absorbed offerings well and 
the undertone was steady at all times. 
Refiners, soapmakers and compound 

roducers were the largest buyers, the 
loteer being especially active in the late 
trading. The demand for lard com- 

nd has shown improvement regard- 
ess of the uncertain price movements 
of pure lard.

Live 
hogs were easier in the west, but the 
hog movement for the week was along 
rather moderate lines. Western lard 
interests continue bearish on the prod- 
uct owing to the fact that supplies are 
increasing regardless of the relatively 
low prices. The oil trade, however, is 
taking a more conservative view of the 
lard situation, and many are of the 
opinion that the cotton product will 
move more or less independently during 
the remainder of the season. Last year 
at this time the downward tendency of 
lard was entirely ignored by the cotton 
oil market. There is a feeling that a 
similar condition may exist this year. 

The export inquiry has continued 
fairly active throughout the week, and 
while bids have been somewhat below 
prevailing price there has been a 
steady volume of small sales effected. 
The demand has covered a broader field 
than of late, and buying orders have 
been executed for both north and south 
Europe, South America and Canada. 
Naples took the largest consigiments. 
Cocoanut ofl has arrived freely from 
Marseilles and Colombo. About 1,000 
barrels of olive ofl foots were also im- 
ported from Trieste. Daily cable ad- 
vices from Marseilles, noted slightly 
higher markets for peanut and copra 
oils, but sesame oil remained unchang- 
ed. Crude oil on spot closed in hull at 
25 pounds, and refined for May-August 
shipment at 26 pounds, 10% shillings. 

Crude oil has been difficult to obtain, 
as holders’ views are firm and offerings 
scarce. Judging from opinions in local 
quarters, the after crush will be about 
normal, and will probably not exceed 
300,000 barrels. Several bids at 40c 
were made by prominent brokers for 
10-tank lots in any section, but offer- 
ings, as a rule, were confined to two or 
three tanks. At the close the prevail- 
ing bid was 40c, with sellers asking 
40%c to 41c.

BY STANDARD OIL DECISION. 


Market Past Week More 


Active Than For 
Some lime Past. 


By Ralph Emerson. 
New York, May 20.—(Special.)—Of 
course the Standard Oil decision has 
been the one big thing in the stock 


market during the past week. The re- 
sult has been a more active market 
than has been seen for some time with 
a general advance in prices. Since the 
close of the stock market last Monday, 
railroad and industrial shares have ad- 
vanced from 2 to 6 points, with a num- 
ber of stocks selling on Thursday at 
the highest price of the year. New 
high records for the year were made 
this week by the Westinghouse, Ama!- 
gamated Copper, General Electric, Un- 
ion Pacific and Atchison. 

Compare with the low prices for the 
year, most of which were made in Feb- 
‘ruary, at this week’s level, Internation- 
al Harvester shares show a gain 19% 
points, General Electric, 16%, Unfon Pa- 
eific 16, Atchison 13,-“Northern Pacific 
12, Steel, Reading and Westinghouse 
10 points, and Pennsylvania 3. Pennsyl- 
vania was the only stock to make its 
low record for the year last Monday. 

A wholly impartial witness of the 
publéc’s reception of last Monday's 
news—the familiar Man from Mars, 
for instance—would have found some 
difficulty in piecing together his im- 
pressions. If acquainted with the old- 
est traditions of our race, he would 
possibly have assumed that the Stand- 
ard Oil had been placed as a burnt of- 
fering on the public altar and that ev- 
er thereafter the angro God would 
be apeased. Something of the per- 

lexity of the Man from Mars has 
been reflected in the week's casual 
comment on the stock market's action, 
after Monday afternoon. Not so with 
the stock exchange. The value of a 
catching phrase was never more con- 
vincingly demonstrated than by this 
week's immense popularity of the ex- 
yplanation that the court has “written 
‘reasonableness’ into anti-trust law.” 

Now Wal! street is not free from a 
certain amiable weakness of human 
nature, which consists in saying things 
which it does not exactly understand 
and in saying them with the greater 
confidence because it believes that no 
one will ask it without they mean it. 
There is etiquette in matters of this 
sort, which excludes as bad form the 
insistence, in the midst of a friendly 
conversation, a clear explanation of 
such mysterious phrases. 

There are those who assert with 
great indefiniteness that the opinion, 
by such phrases as ‘“‘determined by the 
light of reason” and “right to contract, 
when not unduly or improperly exer- 
cised” has somehow or other reversed 
all previous decisions. But there are 
others who believe that these declara- 
tions place, in simple language, what 
had been previously intimated, tn gen- 
eral terms, in the earlier supreme court 
judgments under the act of 1890, and 
with great definiteness in such enun- 
ciations as Justice Brewer's Northern 
securities opinion of 1904, the circuit 
courts decision of 1909 against the

One striking fact in connection with 
the decision and its effect on the mar- 
ket is the faculty of Wall street to 
anticipate and to “discount” . great 
great events. Hence the advance in 
the days succeeding an announcement, 
but looking back at the position of a 
week ago, the wonderful thing is that 
stock exchange prices, while Wall 
street, still in doubt, should have held 
so resolutely at a level which on the 
average was little below the very top 
of the year. Financial comment—tre- 
ferred to this as the market's pre- 
paredness for whatever the supreme 
court might do. But it meant more 
than this—it was a reflection also of 
the conviction finally reached among 
shrewd Wall street operators that the 
integrity of values and the security of 
property rights would not, and could 
not, be upset by any verdict of the 
court. 

In a. large degree, therefore, the 
market had really discounted Monday's 
decision, and the rise that occurred 
thereafter may be ascribed to the buy- 
ing in of short contracts and to pur- 
chases by the rank and file of outside 
speculators, who had not been able to 
percelve how strongly the previously 
existing market conditions really were. 
By reason of the elimination of the 
short interest and the entrance upon 
the scene of a host of petty traders 
whose idea is a boom immediately 
ahead, the position is far less solid 
that it. was. With its ultimate ten- 
dency toward rushing to extremes, the 
speculative community has enthusias- 
tically proclaimed that the supreme 
court has opened up a new era for 
American business, that the long 
standing difficulties in the situation 
have been relieved, and there is noth- 
ing for Wall street prices to do but 
start in to anticipate another great pe- 
riod of industrial expansion. 

That such a view may be productive 
of risk and danger ought to be per- 
fectly apparent to sober reasoning. 

However, as has n frequently 
suggested, fundamental factors are im- 
proving, rapidly in some directions and 
slowly in others, where the gains from 
more to more, and from one-quarter to 
another quarter are quite satisfactory. 
To thoroughly readjust the economic 
System to a basis sound enough to 
carry us along without money or labor 
troubles for two or three years wil! 
require six or eight months more to 
slow business.

It is not 
presumptuous, however, to reckon on 
fair crops from the present known con- 
ditions and record acreage in all di- 
rections.

Chairman Godwin has not been ad- 
vised as yet who will appear, but has 
been asked to allow time to spokesmen 
of the association. 

Carl Van Dyke, of St. Paul, Minn., an 
officer of the Brotherhood ‘of Railway 
Posta] Clerks, will be another witness. 
He will tell of the activity of post- 
office spies in opening his private mail 
after his discharge from the service in 
the attempt to keep posted in regard to 
his work in organizing the clerks. 

He was so harassed by tHe govern- 
ment sleuths that he went to Fargo, 
N. Dak., and swore out warrants for 
the arrest of them. 

They were not formally placed under 
arrest, and after a few days the dis- 
trict attorney dissolved the warrants, 
presumably upon advices received from 
the department of justice in Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Van Dyke now preposes to g0 
before the federal grand jury and seek 
to have the men formally tndicted for 
violation of the postal laws in open- 
ing private mail.

‘|OBSERVATIONS ON ATLANTA 
MADE BY AN ‘ENGLISHMAN; 


: 
By John Corrigan, Je. 

Washington, May 20.—(Special.)—The 
‘palate of the northern. workman craves 
mutton and veal and frésh milk, while 
the ‘southern workman feeds his family 
On sweet potatoes, pdérk, bacon and 
condensed milk. 

These dietetic observations in the re- 
port of C. R. Askwith.to the London 
board of. trade setting forth the results 
of his observations as to the manner 
of living among the working people in 
certain industrial communities of the 
United States, might easily persuade 
southern farmers that there is a mar- 
ket for dairy and peef products in ¢der- 
tain cities if they “will turn their ‘at- 
tention to these lines of industry. 

The workers in the mill sections of 
the south eat pork and sweet potatoes, 
not because they crave these articles 
of diet above everything ‘else, but be- 
cause the farmers of the south raise 
pork and sweet potatoes and do not 
produce beef and veal and white po- 
tatees in sufficient quantities to sup- 
ply the army of non-producers. 

It is not to be supposed that the 
southern workman would prefer con- 
densed milk to fresh sweet milk, if 
there was enough of the latter pro- 
vided at a reasonable price. In all the 
Observations of Mr. Askwith in his 
report recently submitted to the Brit- 
ish parliament, and: in the comprehen- 
sive and exhaustive tables he appends 
to his report as to rents, housing, re- 
tail prices of foog products and rates 
of wages, the unskilled negro labor- 
ers Of the south are included in ar- 
riving at the average figures. But so 
are the foreign element of the northern 
industrial communities, who perform 
the unskilled labor of that section. 

Before passing from the subject of 
the southern workman’s food, it is 
somewhat strange that the English 
observer did not comment upon the 
southerners’ fondness for hot wheat 
bread, as opposed to the northerners’ 
preference for cold bread. He had evi- 
dently never heard of the genial hu- 
morist’s description of the south as 
the land of buttermilk and hot bis- 
cuit. The southern towns visited by 
this representative of the London board 
of trade were Atlanta, Augusta, Balti- 
more, Birmingham, Memphis, New Or- 
leans and Savannah. 

it costs more to eat jn Atlanta than 
in any other industrial center of the 
country, according to the tables of 
average. prices he has compiled. Giv- 
ing New York the index figure 100, he 
grades Atlanta prices at 109, Savannah 
being sixth in the list with the index 
figure 104 and Augusta seventh, with 
the index figure 103. Thus the three 
Georgia towns all pay more for food 
products than New York.

As to Prohibition, 
Proceeding to a discussion of the 
prohibition question he Says: 

“Mention must be made of the fact 
that in Georgia, the sale of intoxicants 
is. prohibitea by state law. In some 
cities of the state the enforcement of 
the law is very lax, and probably no- 
where is it entirely effective. In At- 
fanta, however, a tolerable degree of 
rigor exists, especiaily with regard to 
the colored population and the poorer 
classes generaliy. The well-to-do sec- 
tions or the population who desire 
liquors have no difficulty in importing 
whatever they want from dealers in 
other states where prohibition does not 
obtain, this interstate traffic being 
safeguarded .by federal law; but it is 
probable that this practice is not com- 
mon “mong the poorer classes. 

“Local opinion as to the moral value 


}of prohibition differs greatly, but there 


seems to be a general agreement. that 
in Atlanta it has resulted in a marked 
diminution of drunkenness among those 
who stand in the greatest need of this 
sort of safeguard. With the prohibi- 
tion law the ‘saloon’ has not,’ however, 
entirely disappeared.” a 

He notes that “near beer” is permit- 
ted to be sold as a non-intoxicating 
beverage, but he Innocently suggests 
that in appearance and taste it resem- 
bles the genuine article, and is inclined 
to think that “some surreptitious trade 
in stronger drinks probably goes on in 
these near beer saloons; but vigilant 
}control is exercised by the police over 
the colored saloons. The southern white 
man everywhere shows a great ner- 
vousness about the negro who has a 
fondness for whisky.” « 

The Cotton Mill Workers. 

The English investigator did not 
conceive a high opinion of the mill op- 
eratives of Atlanta. He says: 

“The mill village is frequently very 
isolated; and is usually a self-contained 
little community. Ali the cottages are 
owned by the proprietor of the mill, 
and are occupied only by his work- 
people and their families. The oper- 
atives’ cottages, with the deep porches 
typical of the oem: are usually at- 
tractive in appearande, and the general 
aspect of the whole village is pictur- 
esque. Inside, the houses are fairly 
commodious, and, as a rule, there is 
plenty of ground available for those 
who are willing to till it outside the 
long hours .of work. The working 
force of the cotton mills in and around 
Atlanta is composed ajmost entirely of

Atlanta “Suggests a Metropolis.” . 
The general appearance of Atlanta, 
he says, “suggests a metropolis,” and 
comments upon the fact that there is 
no. other large city within a_radius of 
many miles. Owing to its varied in- 
dustrial and commercial activities, the 
city presents. the appearance of - be- 
ing larger and more influential than 
would be inferred from its population, 
notes whe English commentator. He 
adds that the destruction of Atlanta 
by fire during the civil war has “like 
many such disasters, given no occasion 
for ultimate regrets.” . 
He continues: 
“In appearance the city is very mod- 
ern and in many ways suggests the 
north rather than the south. It is 
claimed that this outward appearance 
of brisk activity and entérprise ac- 
curately expresses the business spirit 
of the city and that while the native 
of Atlanta is a true southerner, hold- 
ing fast by southern traditions and 
ideals, he takes the greatest pride in 
being progressive and enterpris- 
ing. The siesta observed in some 
southern cities, where business is sus- 
pended between 2 and 4 in the after- 
noon, is not known, luncheon being 
usually taken early, seldom after 2 
o'clock. 

“The center of the city is occupied 
by the principal shopping thorough- 


children are sent to work early; as 
soon, in fact, as the law permits, or 
evasion seems safe.

Few Signs of House Pride. 


“Generally speaking, it is not usual 
for a married woman whose husband.is 
at work to seek employment also in the 
mills, though may instances occur 
where a woman will prefer to work in 
the mill, and to employ someone to at- 
tend to her home and children, rather 
than concern herself with housework. 
Among the women of the ‘poor white’ 
class around Atlanta there are, indeed, 
few signs of house pride. Im most 
homes the furniture is scanty and poor, 
but even so it is seldom arranged with 
an eye to securing the best effect. The 
neat white and green cottages of the 
country mills invite an internal clean- 
liness and tidiness that is seldom forth- 
coming from the tenants. Probably the 
poor appearance of the homes is also 
largely due to the disposition which 
the people show to move from one lo- 
cality, or one mill, to another at short 
intervals. This vagrant tendency is.the 
cause of a good deal of inconvenience 
to the mill owners, but it appears to be 
deeply rooted, and it asserts itself often 
in spite of special inducements made to 
the operative to remainri. ; 

“It may be added that the legislation 
in regard to the employment of chil- 
dren in manufacturing establishments 
in Georgia provides that no child may 
be employed who is under ten years 
of age. A child upward of ten yeark 
of age may be employed if its fAther 
is dead or incapacitated and the earn- 
ings of the child are necessary for the 
support of tf family.

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ON WAY TO ATLANTA 


Rome, Reaches New York 
May 24. 


According to cables received by 
George W. McCarty telling of the death 
of William T. Crenshaw, of Atlanta, 
in Rome, Itely, Mrs. Crenshaw will 
reach New York with the body on May 
24, and will come immediately to this 
city. Funeral arrangements .will be 
announced upon her arrival. 

Mr. Crenshaw was for years a resi- 
dent of this city, living at No. 761 
Peachtree street and was prominent in 
the business Mfe of the city. He was 
the youngest of six children of John W. 
and Lucy A. Crenshaw,: both deceased 
of Marion, Ala., and was 52 years old 
at the time of his death. 

He graduated at Howard college in 
1875 and graduated in law at Washing- 
ton & Lee University in 1878. As he 
was under age at the time, it was nec- 
essare for a special act of the legisia- 
ture of Alabama to be passed to en- 
able him to enter upon the practice of 
law. This he did for four or five years, 
when he decided to enter the business 
world. About 1883 he moved to At- 
lanta and entered the insurance busi- 
ness, shortly WYter that he became the 
southern representative of the Rem- 
ington Typewriter Company, which po- 
sition he held until his retirement 
from business in 1906. 

In February, 1883, Mr. Crenshaw 
married Miss Nannie Rucker, of Loulis- 
ville, Ky., who survives him. Only one 
of his immediate family is living, a 
brother, John lL. Crenshaw, of Marion; 
Ala. Mrs. John R. Dickey is his niece 
and Mrs. George W. McCarty is a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Crenshaw. 

Mr. Crenshaw had perhaps one of 
the largest and best selected private 
libraries in Atlanta, and he was «4 
man of wide reading and scholarly at- 
tainments, Several years ago he re- 
tired from business in order to give 
himself to his books and.to travel. 
He had traveled extensively in Mexico 
and Europe so he decided on a leisure- 
ly tour around the world. He and his 
wife left Atlanta in June, 1909, visit- 
ing Hawaii, Japan, Korea, China, Aus- 
tralia and India. They reached Purope 
last spring and spent the summer in 
Paris; the fall and winter tn Rome. In

Senator Bacon at Washington, 

Washington, May 20.—(Special.)— 
“Atlanta will not loge one dollar of the 
money formerly expended there for 
supplies for the army according to the 
understanding and belief of the prest- 
dent, by reason of the changes in the 
department of the gulf ordered to be- 
come effective July 1,” said Senator 
Bacon today upon his return from the 
white house. ‘ 

“Atlanta merchants have nothing to 
fear, according to the advices I have 
received,”’ he continued. “The changes 
which are to take place mainly affect 
the staff officers, who are needed at 
division headquartersand forline dut¥ 
They are officers, who, under the reg- 
ular army formation, would be attach- 
ed to the staff of a major general com- 
manding a division. Some sixty staff 
officers are to be withdrawn from va- 
rious department headquarters, such 
as the department of the gulf, the de- 
partment of the Missouri, and the de- 
partment of the Colorado, and concen- 
trated at the three division headquar- 
ters at New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco. The division at Manila will 
remain unchanged. 

Atianta Is Lucky. 

“On the whole Atlanta is extremely 
lucky, for some other departments are 
to be abolished completely The pur- 
chasing officers in the quartermas- 
ter’s department will still let as many 
contracts for supplies in Atlanta as 
‘heretofore, The president and Major- 
General Leonard Wood both stated to- 
day that the transfer of a few line of- 
cers would not affect the purchase of 
supplies. 

“It would be a great injustice to our 
people if this should result,” Senator 
Bacon told the president. “Nine-tenths 
of the money expended by the govern- 
ment is spent in the north, and our 
people feel they should share to some 
extent in the distribution, since we 
help pey the burden of supporting the 
government.” 

President Taft replied that he 
heartily coincided with this view, and 
favored the expenditures of funds 
where it would help all sections. “If 
it is possible, under the new arrange- 
ment, to place contracts elsewhere, 
still that could be controlled by the 
proper administrative officers, could 
it not?” asked Mr. Bacon. 

The president assured him that it 
could, and gave his promise that he 
would interest himself to the extent 
of seeing that Atlanta merchants were 
given fair consideration. Senator 
Bacon felt much gratified at the as- 
Surances receivedand the disposition 
in which he found the chief executive. 
He has an appointment to call at the 
white house again early next week. 

. President at Work. 

In the meantime the president will 
take the matter up with the new sec- 
retary of war, and the chief of staff, 
Major General Wod, 

To Representative Hughes, of Geor- 
gia, who ds on the military affairs 
committee, General Wood extended 
the emphatic promise that as large a 
volume of the supplies needed for the 
army would be bought in Atlanta after 
July 1 as had ever been. He said the 
transfer of a few staff officers to di- 
vision headquarters did not mean that 
no more funds would be spent in At- 
lanta. 

A telegram from President Paxon, 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Kelley Brothers, and other Atlanta 
firms, have been filed with the de- 
partment by Senator Bacon, Repre- 
sentatives Hughes and Howard. Ali 
three have been moving actively in 
the matter of saving Atlanta from 
any loss in the shake-up which is 
coming. They realize that there is no 
possibility of changing the order al- 
ready agreed upon by the department 
officials.

50 Per Cont of Male Lunacy 


Is Due to Drink 


So Says Dr. Ferris, President 
of the New York Commission 
of Lunacy---About Ten Per 
Cent of Female Lunacy Is 
Caused by Drink. 


- 

New York, May 20.—Alcoholism is 
responsible for a third to a half of 
the cases of insanity in the caseg of 
males, is the remarkable’ statement 
made to a representative of The Pub- 
lishers’ Press today by Dr. Warren 
Ferris, president of the New York 
Commission of Lunacy, and one of the 
most noted authorities on mental dis- 
eases in the United States. He says: 

“Alcoholism is accounfable in New 
York state for 28.6 per cent of male 
cases of insanity and 9 per cent of 
female cases. In Massachusetts the 
percentage of insanity due to alcohol- 
ism is 32 per cent in male cases. In 
Pennsylvania it is 46 per cent. Ina 
series of 961 insanity cases in Man- 
hattan state hospital in which the en- 
tire cause was knpwn, alcohol shared 
@ percentage of 55 in the case of 
males and 22 in the case of females. 
This is probably a fair test of condi- 
tions in all.cities when insanity fol- 
fows dissipation. 

More Insanity ia Cittes. 

“Cities show the greatest production 
of insanity. In Berlin ang Munich the 
figures are about the same as in this 
country, over 30 per cent due to alco- 
hol. In three English asylums the per- 
centage was 26.3; in five in Austria, 
24.96 per cent of the male insane were 
alcohol. 

“Insanity is increasing very largely 
in Great Britain, but not so fast in 
the United States. In Germany it is 
increasing much more rapidly than 
here. 

“Other fruitful causes of insanity 
@re the stress ang strain of present- 
day living. excessive noise, poor ven- 
tilation, constant artificial light and 
temptation to dissipation. The proba- 
bility is that the cases of insanity to 
be attributed to stress strain will in- 
crease in numbers as the difficulties 
of transportation, overcrowding and 
exhaustion, nervousness, increase of 
competition and increase also of am- 
bition among those struggling for su- 
premacy; the temptation to gamble, 
with consequent unrest. 

‘The only remedy is to prevent the 
production of insanity by teaching the 
hygienic life and the avoidance of the 
@pecial causes we Know to induce gen- 
eral impairment. The proper rearing 
of children is the first object. 

“It is of prime importance that the 
states take up the matter of teaching 
the prevention of insanity {mmediately 
so they-may save lives that are now 
or will be jeopardized. 

; Hereditary Insanity. 

“The tendency to inherit insanity is 
In many families insan- 
ity appears in each separate genera- 
tion. People with insane tftnheritance 
should never be allowed to marry. 
Until the states are willing to take 
advanced ground and prevent the pro- 
portion of the unfit it will be neces- 
gary to holg in custody those who are 
morally insane, who otherwise might 
be at large. In Illinois, Wisconsin and 
New Jersey laws have been provided 
for the sterilization of idiots and cer- 
tain irrecoverable insane of those sec- 
tions. New York should take the lead 
in this matter and the others should 
lose no time in following suit. In the 
New York legislature next year, a Dill 
will probably be introduced to provide 
for the sterilization of mental defect- 


« ives of certain classes, and also of re- 


peating criminals. . 
“New York state hopes also to join 


the Unitea States government in a 
eatrong policy of exclusion of the men- 
tally defective, which may result in 
amendment to the present immigration 
law. It is very advisable that other 
states, especially states like Minne- 
sota, Washington and those on the 
border line of Canada and Mexico, 
should follow the example of New 
York in this regard. Personally, I be- 
lieve that-~the insane criminal should 
always be deported whenever found, 
even after having served a sentence in 
a prison or hospital for insane crimi- 
nals.”’

York Demands Suppression 
of Criminals. 


20.—(Special.)— 
In a strong editorial The Jew- 
ish Daily News calls upon the 
Jewish population of this city to 
rise up and demand the suppression 
of Jewish gangs of criminals. The edi- 
torial declares these Jewish gangs are 
now 80 well organized that you can 
hire murderers for $500 and there is a 
fixed scale for the breaking of arms, 
knocking out teeth and other crip- 
pling of victims. 

The editorial follows: 

"It ts almost impossible to under- 
stand the indifference with which the 
large New York Jewish population 
bears and reads daily of the robberies 
and murders that are committed day 
after day by Jewish gangs, veritable 
robber gangs, without a single word 
of protest, without any demand for 
the protection of the reputation of the 
Jews of America and the life and 
property of the Jewish citizens. 

“A few years ago when 
sioner Bingham came out with a state- 
ment about Jewish thieves, the Jews 
raised an outcry that reached to the 
heavens. The chief grievance was that 
Bingham exaggerated and  overesti- 
mated the number of Jewish  crimi- 
nals. But when you look into the 
murders and hold-ups and burglaries 
in the Jewish section of the city you 
are compelled with aching heart to 
forgive Bingham. 

“The gangs have spread a reign of 
terror, and people fear to make com- 
plaint. Only those who have already 
been victimized, who have been robbed 
or crippled by these criminals, dare 
cry out, but their protests are. like ‘a 
voice calling in the wilderness.’ An 
eminent East Side physician, who is 
especially well informed on conditions, 
Assured us that the Jewish ganga of 
eriminals are now so well organized 
and their business of lawlessness 80 
well systematized that for $500 you 
can have their services for killing any- 
one you choose; for $25 you can have 
them cripple anyone you desire, You

“We do not undertake to say what 
shall be done, but we are sure that 
something will be done if the Jewish 
population will awake from their 
criminal stupor.”

NO LONGER GUARDED 


Chicago, May 20.—(Special.)—Guards 
who have been protecting Muriel and 
Fowler McCormick, children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold F. McCormick and grand- 
children of ohn D. Rockefeller, ever 
since the return of the McCormicks 
last autumn at their mansion at Lake 
Shore drive, have been withdrawn. The 
children, part heirs to the greatest for- 
tune in the world, now attend school, 
walk, drive and go downtown with no 
supervision other than that of thelr 
governess. 

The detectives who stood guard 
night and day over the McCormick 
mansion, shadowing all strangers and 
questioning all callers at the house 
not known to the butler, ended their 
service there at the same time the 
children’s guard was found unncessary. 

Ever since the threat of bDlackmail- 
ers was made by letter to Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick in 1908, to steal the two chil- 
dren and hold them for ransom, the 
daughter of John D. Rockefeller has 
lived in constant terror of loss of the 
two. For a time she feared even that 
the blackmailers would biow up the 
house in a plot to steal the boy and 

irk. For several weeks an unusual- 

y large force of private detectives 
guarded the grounds of the McCor- 
micks, but the men were taken away 
gradually until all were gone. 

The reason for the withdrawal of the 
guards is not given by Mrs. McCor- 
mick, but it is believed her desire that 
her children be brought up as demo- 
cratically as their wealth will permit, 
triumrphed over her own fears for their 
safety. Mrs. McCormick insisted on 
her children’s attendance at school 
with other children, even while threat- 
effing letters were being recefved, and 
she herself feared for their safety ev- 
ery time they left her care.

HEROIC SACRIFICES MADE 
BY BAPTISTS TO PAY DEBT 


By Rev. Walter M. Gilmore. 

Jacksonvile, Fla., May 20.—(Special.) 
Last night will be one long remember- 
ed by those in attendance upon the 
Southern Baptist Convention. Every- 
one has felt that the convention was 
under the “shadow of a great tragedy,” 
on account of the $90,000 debt on the 
foreign mission board. In spite of the 
fact that the special apportionment 
committee had brought in a report 
unfavorable to taking a special col- 


lection, there was a manifest dissatis- 


faction with that part of the report. 
For once an audience seemed eager 
for a collection. Dr. J. L. Gross, of 
Texas, a native Georgian, was the man 
of the hour, and steered the collection” 
Until after the midnight hour it con- 
tinued. 

The subscriptions ranged from $1. to 
$1,000. Many heroic sacrifices were 
made. One poor cripple, who could

I have three or four little chicks 
which seem to have sort of sniffles, 
their noses run and are bubbly. They 
don’t seem to feel particularly bad, 
only just as result of this dribble. Is 
it anything more than hard cold, and 
what can I do? 


I gave one of them some pills of 
ginger, red pepper and mustard, two 
different nights, but it didn’t seem to 
help them any. Old hens have this a 
little also, bowels are loose, and a 
little greenish. The flock seem to feel 
well generally, however. 


I commenced fraising White Leg- 
horns largely on your advice a year 
ago. Have 150 little ones and more 
coming. Hope to get about 300 next 
winter’s layers. 


These little chicks make a motion 
gomething like gapes, but it don’t 
look so much: like gapes to me as it 
does as if their nostrils were stopped 
up and they had to breath through 
their mouth. What can I do? Don't 
want the whole flock to get sick. 
Would be glad if you would help me 
out. 

Answer—tThe cool, late spring has 
been: hard on little chicks, Quite a lot 
of inquiries have come to Me about 
this same trouble lately. The trouble 


-is cold, which causes inflammation of 
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Brooder house. 
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this? It is very easy to answer. The 
owner of the great laying White Or- 
pingtons is an expert in the caring for 
the birds, and that is half the battle. I 
suppose the Orpingtons are very good 
layers. They may be like the Black 
Leghorns. It is the easiest fowl to 
start laying in winter, but when set- 
ting time comes, you have more set- 
ters than eggs. It ike too big a 
nuisance to have to carry loads of 
setters to pensevery evening and sort 
out what have been in long enough. 
The point, freedom from setting, 
with the early maturity, are the two 
great points in favor of the Leghorns 
for eggs. I have no fault to find with 


the larger breeds, but you will notice. 


that it is almost impossible to hatch 
out enough of the larger breeds like 
Orpingtons and Langshans to have 
your pens full of pullietgs that are 
ready to lay by October. There is 
only one way to correct this, and that 
is to hatch early and late. 

Tt is true that winter eggs are a 
great help to profit, but it is the whole 
year’s work that will decide the value 
of the breed in the end, and do not 
forget that the owner has as much to 
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the throat, nostrils and eyes, then wat- 
ery discharges frém these parts, some- 
¢imes sneezing and shaking of the head 
If not promptly cured will soon de- 
velop into catarrh, vanker or roup. 
For the little chicks, I would give a 
very small 4ose of quinine twice a 
day for a few days, and follow this up 
with a small dose of sweet oil. My 
old standby for grown chickens with 
incipient colds !s a mixture of one 
tablespoonful each of black pepper, 
ginger, mustard and flour ground, add 
lard enough so that the mixture can 

formed into pills the size of a dried 
bunch bean. Give two or three of 
these slugs at night when first signs 
of cold appear.

ao with the fowls doing well as the 
fowls themselves. Of course it is well 
to have a good laying strain, too, but 
my bragging, or the laying of my 
strain of Rocks does not determine 
the value of the Rock breed, nor does 
tt of the Leghorns, but it does mean 
that the Leghorns or the Rocks that I 
have and feed do well, and it is testi- 
mony in favor of that breed or breeds. 
So with the Orpingtons. The great 
laying is a very good thing for that 
flock. and speaks well for the breed, 
and the birds, and the owner, but it 
does not mean that the breed will lay 
when not fed to suit them, any more 
than will any other breed, for that is 
the trouble with the flock I speak of. 
It is largely a matter of attention, but 
many think if they are a good laying 
strain. they should lay under any con- 
ditions.

T. W. Wrench, St. George, Ga.—Uncle 
Joe: Being a double barreled chicken 
crank, I enjoy your chicken column 
more than any other portion of the 
paper. It is the proper reading te 
arouse the best in the’ producers of 
good poultry. 

I have White Leghorn and have been 
literally disgusted with the large 
amount of eggs coming when the price 
was so low. However, as my chicks 
began laying in November, and have 
kept it up, they have proven their ca- 
pacity. Getting off late in fatching, 
I this year decided to add another 
breed, so that I could have hens to 
set. Buff Orpingtons were my selec- 
tion and have 22 of them, from two 
settings of eggs. All told have 238 
small chickens and will keep one hun- 
dred pullets out for my yards this fall. 
Now I notice your comments on what 
to feed the biddies,; but as I feed roll- 
ed oats for the first week and they like 
them so much and grow off. so good, 
think it the best feed for them. After 
that I use the mixed chicken feed. St. 
George being only twenty-seven miles 
from Jacksonville gives us an excep- 
} tionally fine market for our products 
and as I am having such splendid luck 
with.them shall add to my poultry 
Plant each year. There has been more 
fine poultry introduced here in the last 
few years than in any small place in 
ithe state, I believe. White and Brown 
Leghorns, Black Minorcas, White and 
Buff Orpingtons, Buff and Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks, White Wyandottes and R. 
I. Reds are the breeds that are repre- 
sented. 

Also we have imported some good 
cattle and pigs—Berkshires being the 
hog selected. From the standpoint of 
a man that feeds his stock it seems to 
me to be the extreme of folly for one 
to own anything but good stock ahd 
poultry. The first cost starts one, and 
when they want to dispose of. their 
surplus stock it can be done easily. Let 
us do what we can to improve the 
breeds and make way with inferior 
stock.

Answer—The great trouble in feed- 
ing turkeys is not to over-feed. Young 
turkeys do not require near the same 
amount of feed as does a chick of the 
same age. After the first week or two 
it will be all right to feed the mixed 
chicken feed to the young turkeys. 

Hardly think your chicken ailments 
are sufficient to cause uneasiness about 
your growing chickens. The trouble Js 
not contagious. It was what the Tar 
Heels would call a “bealing,”- a fes- 
tered place under the skin caused from 
impure blood; like a person’s head fes- 
tering on the inside. The remedy is 
simple: Give a mild purgative two or 
three times, and tone up the system 
with Douglas’ Mixture as described in 
a recent issue.

ADAMSON TALKS 
ON STATEHOOD 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 20.—(Spectal. )>— 
Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
imade a characteristically vigorous 
speech today upon the question of the 
admission of Arizona and New Mexico 
as states. 

He took the position that the only 
concern of congress in the constitu- 
tions adopted by the two territories 
seeking statehood was whether these 
instruments guaranteed a republican 
form of government. If they did that 
congress had no alternative under the 
enabling clause but to admit them, he 
argued, 

Whether the political devices known 
as the “initiative, referendum and re- 


bers of the house was aside from the 
question, he argued, and said that it 
was absurd as well as unjust to turn 
down Arizona and New Mexico be- 
cause of the adoption of a constitution 
which the people could change at any 
time. 

The address of the Georgian was 
punctuated with laughter and  ap- 
plause. He said: 

“For a long time. we have trifled 
with New Mexico ang Arizona, making 
them promises and deceiving and dis- 
appointi their hopes. Through the 
majestic declaration of the will of the 
people, this house is at last in a posi- 
tion to do its part in according them 
justice. If it has been decreed by 
Partisanship that because it is imag- 
ined that New Mexico is republican 
and that Arizona is democratic, that 
New Mexico, shall! be admitted and 
Arizona rejected, argument and rea- 
soning will be of no avail; but if the 
other branch of this congress and the 
executive see proper to act in that 
way about it for the sake of a few 
members of congress and a few elec- 
toral votes in the next election, I beg 
to assure them that the people of this 
whole union will register a democratic 
victory with such overwhelming una- 
nimity ag to render unnecessary to 
complete democratic guccess. 

“I regard every argument and every 
objection which I have heard against 
this resolution as demurrable, and be- 
lieve that any good lawyer, sworn and 
placed on that bench as a judge, would 
so hold. The pending resolution is not 
a democratic proposition. The demo- 
cratic position is that both ought to be 
admitted if their constitutions provide 
for a republican form of government, 
and be left free to do as they please 
as to all local questions in detail. But 
this resolution ‘is gotten up as & com- 
promise. 

“The power of changing a constitu- 
tion is inherent in any people and the 
people of any state at any time, no mat- 
ter what the language of their constitu- 
tion is, can change it. As long as their 
states maintain republican forms of 
government the detail is a matter for 
them for the bedrock, the cornerstone 
of our political system—the admiration 
of the world, the boon of mankind—is 
local self-government. Each commu- 
nity may do as it pleases so long as it 
conforms to the at og system of rep-~ 
resentative gove We arts the 
people.

1911 MUSICAL REVIEW: 
SEASON NOTEWORTHY ONE 


The recent completion of the 1910-11 
season of the Atlanta Musical Associa- 
tion and the election of officers for the 
coming year makes appropriate a brief 
review of the noteworthy achievement 
of the organization during its short his- 
tory of three years.

TO GREAT PEACE MEETING 


The chamber of commerce has 
invited the women of Atlanta to take 
part in the peace meeting at the Audi- 
torium Friday night, and the boxes 
will be set aside for them. The in- 
vitation has been extended through 
Mrs. W. Woods White, president of 
the city federation of women’s or- 
ganizations, which now includes over 
seventy active organizations. Mrs. 
White has called a meeting of all the 
presidents of these at the woman's 
building, on West Baker street, Mon- 
day morning, to consider the invita- 
tion. The meeting is called for 10 
o'clock, and the presidents of all fed- 
erated organizations have been bidden 
to come. 

As Mrs. White has recently organ- 
ized the ten ward clubs, which include 
hundreds of women, the message of 
peace will be far carried, and will, in 
time, reach every home in the city. 

Mra. White Discusses Movement. 

“It is distinctly appropriate that 
women should co-operate in any move- 
ment which tends to peace, for 1 know 
of none who suffer more, when peace 
does not hold, than do the women,” 
said Mrs. White, in reference to the 
invitation from the chamber of com- 
merce to Atlanta women, who are, al- 
ways ready ‘to act'‘in the city’s: wel- 
fare.

about 2,000 of these earth closets lo- 


cated where sewers have been laid with 


in easy reach and where water mains 
have been placed. The property own- 
ers must lay thelr own water pipes 
into the alleys and the city will lay 
the sewers on the assessment plan, 
The health department believes that 
Atlanta will soon be where the earth 
closets will no lohger be a nuisance. 

With the earth closets disposed of, 
with the twenty or more carts and 
men secured, with fifteen more labor- 
ers to sweep the streets and with 
two more crews to wash the streets 
at night Atlanta will be practically a 
clean city but— 

Where the Trouble Lies. 

It is this “but” that is causing the 
trouble, that is making the health de- 
partment appeal to the general coun- 
cil and which stands in the way of 
protecting the people’s health and 
lives. This “but” is the eighteen 
dumping grounds and the want of a 
Crematory to dispose of the garbage. 

So the matter, as presented by the 
health department, boiled down to a 
municipal proposition, is the building 
of the new crematory. 

Atlanta has one crematory, a small 
one, which takes care of 300 loads of 
Sarbage a day, and jt is being worked 
to its full capacity. 

The eighteen dumping grounds are 
located in vacant lots on private prop- 
erty.. Some of them are in thickly 
populated neighborhoods and some are 
close to the public schools of the city. 
Chief Jentzen, of the health depart- 
ment, has furnished The Constitution 
With the following list of dumping 
grounds: 

Where Dumping Grounds Are Located, 

Corner of Greensferry avenue and 
Ashby street. 

On Greensferry avenue near the L, 
and N. belt Jine. 

Oakland avenue in Oakland City. 

On the far end of Garibaldi street, 
near Woodson street. 

Near the smallpox hospital. 

‘At the corner of Little and Con- 
nally streets. 

On DeKalb avenue 
limits. 

On Rice street in the fourth ward.

Cess Pools of Garbage and Filth. 

On Thursday morning a representa- 
tive of The Constitution visited these 
dumping grounds with Chief Jentzen 
and found them to be not only public 
nuisances, but cess pools of garbage 
and filth. Flies and vermin were thick 
in the garbage, and the odors arising 
from the filth were offensive, as well as 
unhealthy. 

“Just look at these places,” said the 
sanitary chief, “and see what Atlanta 
is up against. People are blaming me 
for making dumping grounds in the 
heart of the city, and I cannot help 
it. The garbage must be hauled away 
from the yards, and our crematory 
cannot begin to take care of the stuff. 
It must be dumped somewhere.” 

Everything except dead animals and 
dead fowls is daily hauled to these 
dumping grounds, ingluding not only 
the trash from yards, but the refuse 
and slops from kitchens, and it lies 
close to homes and schools, rotting in 
the sun and breeding flies, mosquitoes, 
bacteria and microbes and other such 
vermin as are known to be a menace 
to the health of any community. 

Chief Jentzen and the board of 
health are doing the best théy can. 
They are straining every nerve and 
stretching every dollar to meet the 
Situation, and to protect the meaith of 
the city. 

What Chief Jentzsen 

“The . question of protecting the 
health of the city,” says Chief Jentzen, 
“Is no longer one to be debated or to 
be delayed. We can haul the garbage 
from all the yards of the city with the 
twenty additional carts and men I have 


Says. 


asked for, and we can keep the streets 
swept and washed with the fifteen la- 
borers and two crews for which re- 
quests have been made. The new law 
will soon take care of the earth-closet 
nuisance. The only question—and it ig 
a most serious and imperative one—is 
the disposal of the garbage. Our pres- 
ent crematory is doing all it can, and 
destroys 300 loads a day. We are forced 
to utilize vacant lots for eighteen 
dumping grounds, and we are placing 
every day hundreds of wagon loads of 
trash and garbage in lots that are close 
to homes and schools,and I and every 
other person Knows that this endan- 
gers the health and lives of the peo- 
ple. Besides this, the city is liable any 
day to be enjoined from using these 
dumping grounds, and if this is done 
the -keeping of the city clean will 
come to a standstill. I believe that the 
dumping of trash and garbage on these 
lots is a mere subterfuge, 4nd may be 
more injurious to public health than 
would be the back yards if they were 
not. cleaned at all. Not only are the 
dumping grounds a nuisance, but they 
call for the hauling of this garbage 
by carts every day through thickly- 
populated neighborhoods. If the old 
dumping grounds on Bellwood avenue 
were declared by the coxgts to be a 
public nuisance, how mu more are 
the eighteen dumping grounds scatter- 
ed around the ‘city? I am glad that 
the good women of Atlanta, through 
their civic improvement clubs, have 
taken up the question of cleaning At- 
lanta, and I hope that their voice will 
have some potent effect in making the 
city council realize that the time has 
now come for Atlanta to build a new 
crematory. The building of a crem- 
atory is, in my opinion, the only solu- 
tion of the question. The summer days 
are now upon us, and what can we ex- 
pect in the way of a clean city and 
good health if the garbage of the city 
is dumped into residence neighbor- 
hoods? I now appeal as I have never 
before for something to be done to 
take care of the city’s garbage.” 
Says Epidemics Will Come.

of Atlanta should be 
aroused, and council must act. The 
dumping-ground nuisance must be 
abated, and the health and lives of the 
people protected. The board of health 
has seriously considered the situation, 
and the demand it makes is one in the 
interest of the welfare of the com- 
munity.” 
The Good Women Are Aroused. 

The women of Atlanta have become 
aroused on this matter, and, through 
their civisc improvement clubs, which 
have been organized in every ward in 
the city, have decided that their first 
and most imperative work is_ the 
cleanliness of the city. Their commit- 
tees have appeared before the health 
board and before council committees. 
For once, these good women have left 
their drawing rooms and are paying at- 
tention to the back yards. They have 
appealed for covered garbage carts, 
and for some plan whereby the city’s 
warbage can be disposed of without 
menacing the health of the people. 

The city now has in its treasury 
$50,000 of bond money for the build- 
ing of a new crematory. The amount 
is not sufficient. Mayor Winn is ad- 
vocating the sale of the stockade prop- 
erty in order that funds for the crem- 
atory can be raised. A council com- 
mittee has now under consideration the 
Sale of the stocKade property. That is 
one plan which might be feasible for 
the building of the crematory. Another 
plan is to buy the necessary site with 
the $50,000, appropriate enough money 
this year for a first Payment on the 
new crematory, and then pay the bal- 
ance in yearly installments. Pumps for 
the water department have been bought 
in this way, and other city improve- 
ments on the same plan. 

There is now pending in council a 
resolution, introduced by Alderman 
Van Dyke, which calls for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to purchase a 
site .and build a crematory at the ear- 
Ifest possible time The resolution 
provides that the commission shall 
consist of five members, of which the 
mayor and chairman of the sanitary 
committee shall be two, and the other 
three members of the board of health 
to be appointed by the mavor. The 
resolution is now in the hands of the 
ordinance committee. If the commis- 
sion is appointed it will make rec- 
ommendations to the finance commit- 
tee. 

Matter Squarely Up te Couneil., 

The board of health will put the 
whole matter squarely up to council 
and the finance committee, and it is 
believed that some plan will be adopt- 
ed when the June apportionment 
sheet is made out for the building of 
a crematory. The health department 
says it must be done; that the disease- 
breeding dumping grounds must be 
abolished, at once, so that the health 
and lives of the people can no longer 
be menaced. 

In other words, as expessed by Chief 
Jentzen and Alderman Van Dyke, the 
protection of Atlanta’s citizens from 
the dumping-ground nuisance now 
rests in the hands of the finance com- 
mittee of council, which has it in its 
power to take care of the whole situ- 
ation when the June apportionment 
sheet is made out. 
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HOW WE MANUFACTURE DISEASE: 
PRICE WE PAY FOR OUR SLUMS

Dirt and disease have gone hand in 
hand too long. As modern surgery 
owes its rapid strides to the banish- 
ment of dirt from the operating room, 
So modern medicine is to come into its 
own through the banishment of dirt 
from our communal life. The slum, 
the mother of disease, is doomed. From 
ocean to ocean there ig a newly awak- 
ened perception of our inherent right 

to decent conditions of living. 

We have paid dear for our slums 
and have given hostages to fortune, 
leaving a heavy debt for posterity. No 
one has attempted to estimate the cost 
to the nation of our bad housing con- 
ditions, because it is impossible. Who 
can say how many of.the industrially 
inefficient are so because of lowered 
physical vitality caused by disadvan- 
tageous living conditions? Despite our 
vaunted civilization, our material pros- 
perity, our diffusion of education, our 
greatly increased culture, we are still 
in some réspects “barbarous Amer- 
ica.” 

We Know No Better. 

In most of our cities we are still in 
that rudimentary state of sanitary 
knowledge where we know no better 
than to surround ourselves with the 
vilest elements of human waste, which 
we allow to remain near the homes of 
the poor, turning living places into 
disease factories. We still suffer to 
remain even in crowdeq quarters of 
our cities thousands of vile privies, 
vaults, sinks, cesspools and outdoor 
closets. Baltimore has 79,000 earth 
closets and is only now installing a 
system of public sewers. St. Louis can 
still show 12,000 privy vaults. Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Indianapolis, Mil- 
waukee, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Nashville, Birmingham, all have 
to admit the presence of these ancient 
evils. Hardly a city In America is free 
from this blight. 

Just becauSe these evils have been 
removed from our immediate sight we 
have foolishly fancied ourselves’ se- 
cure. *But the “mighty miasmatic 
breath blown from the slums” pene- 
trates to all parts of the town. The 
effect upon health is direct and intl- 
mate. To the debilitating influence of 
the noisome odors in the hot summer 
weather may be traced much of thé 
illness of the poor. Myriads of flies 
feed on the contents of the vaults and 
then proceed to infect the food supply 
in the neighboring stores. 

Few cities have dealt effectively with 
this situation, but we are passing be- 
yond the stage where the representa- 
tive men deprecate the discussion of 


is “bad for business.” For seeing men 
realize that a low death rate and a 
well-earned reputation as a “city of 
homes” is a good asset for a commu- 
nity. 

Democracy an Obstacle. 

Democracy itself seems to be 
obstacle to sanitary progress. It is 
in those cities where there are miles 
and miles of small houses owned by 
workingmen in which there is the 
greatest difficulty in meeting health 
needs. A low tax rate becomes in 
them a fetich, and every public ex- 
penditure is scrutinized most closely 
so that public officials are loth to take 
any action that imposes upon the elec- 
torate additional expense. 

The false cry for “econemy” which 

is so popular, and which is usually a 
cry for false economy, threatens to 
set back most seriously sanitary and 
social progress. It is due largely to 
these conditions that we have in no 
city deait effectively with our alley 
problem. The alley is both a blessing 
and a curse. AS a Means of letting 
light and air tnmto the interior of city 
blocks, it is a gain but generally it is 
an evil. As a minor street hidden away 
the alley becomes the dumping ground 
for the cast-off material of humanity. 
The privies are generally close to it 
and surface drainage covers the alleys 
with slime Often it is the sole out- 
look upon Life that the poor get from 
the windows of their homes. 
. The alley, must be treated as a 
street. It must be paved, cleaned, 
lighted and policed and not left to 
the dare of the abutting property own- 
ers. The city must assume officia) re- 
sponsibility for it. 

Tuberculosis. is thought to be about 


these conditions on the round that it. 


to vanish, but sober vision indicates 
that it will be years before we see it 
disappear. Although We have been 
taught that tuberculosis is a “house 
disease” which thrives in dark, un- 
ventilated rooms, and that the germs 
cannot live in strong sunlight, yet {n 
how few cities is the speculative bulld- 
er restrained from adding new dark 
rooms. In growing western cities, 
where space is plentiful and land cheap 
new tenement houses are built with 
half the rooms dark. In no city have 
we progressed so far ag to prohibit fn 
private dwellings and public buildings 
rooms without direct outside light and 
air. 
“Garden Cities.” 

It seems premature, therefore, te 
talk of establishing “garden cities" 
and “zone systems.’ These ideals must 
Wait until we can bring outselves to 
attend to the elementary principles of 
Sanitation and community living. It is 
as if the doctor attending a patient 
desperately ill with typhoid were to 
concern himself before the crisis had 
passed with the patient’s diet during 
the convalescing stage. 

Underlying all of these evils is our 
failure to develop sanitary inspection 
as a vital adjunct of municipal admin- 
istration. In most cities it is still un- 
explored territory. With two excep- 
tions, New York and Chicago, no city 
in America has as yet evolved a sys- 
tem of inspection worthy of the name. 
In practically all our health depart- 
ments we placidly await as we did 
years ago, citizens’ complaints, as- 
suming that by attending to these we 
shall have @one all that is needed. 
With the mass of our working popula- 
tion made up, more and more of the 
peasantry of Europe, ignorant of our 
language and customs and living in 
foreign “colonies” we can no longer 
look to any such methods for discov- 
ering and remedying Sanitary evils, 
whatever may have been the case when 
we were a WOmogeneous nation of 
American citizens. 


Do Not Knew Health Board. 

Many of the poor in our latge cities . 
do not know that there is a board of 
health. Even if they know where to 
find its offices and can afford the time 
to travel to them to complain, for the 
great mass are too illiterate to send 
written complaints, they know from 
bitter experience that if the source of 
the complaint is discovered eviction 
by the landlord is gure to follow... So 
the worst conditions remain undisclos- 
ed. Coupled with inspection to dis- 
cover sanitary evils there should go a 
System of “instructive sanitary in- 
Sspection” by trained women. Though 
it sounds paternalistic, the inhabitants 
of our large foreign “colonies” must be 
taught how to live. They often fail 
to realize that the methods of waste | 
disposal which were satisfactory to 
them in spersely settled country dis- 
tricts of rural Europe may not be 
safely followed in our urban commun- 
ities. 

Why should American cities be so 
far behind the. enlightened standards 
of sanitary science? Partly because 
we have drifted along choosing the 
line of beast resistance. The more fund- 
amental cause, however, is that 
have hitherto not been civilized enough 
or intelligent enough to be willing to 
spend money for the preservation of 
health. In hundreds of cities, still, the 
Health commissioner receives no com- 
pensation. In every city the health de- 
partment is terribly undermanned. The 
health officials have done their part as 
best they could, but we have been so 
stupid and careless that although we 
grant annually large sums for the sup- 
port of police and fire departments ‘to 
protect property, we have grudged 
mere pittances to our health officers” 
for the protection of human life.

AVAILABLE SOON 


Peabody Money Will Be Used 
This Summer in Educa- 
tional Campaign. 


Considerable interest is manifested 
in educational circles of the state over 
the campaign which the state board of 
education will coaduct the latter part 
of July, through August and during 
the early part of September. 

The sum of $5,000 which will be used 
for this purpose was secured through 
the efforts of Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith from the Peabody fund and is 
the first amount ever set aside by the 
Peabody board for similar work in 
this state. 

Governor Smith stated Saturday that 
the money will be available by July 1 
and it is provided that the expenditure 
of it shall be in charge of the board 
of education. 

According to Governor Smith the 
State board is empowered to employ 
lecturers to hold meetings and deliver 
addresses in whatever counties desire 
them to be held, the subjects of dis- 
cussion to deal largely with rural 
school work and farm methods. 

It is stated that the details of the 
Campaign will be in charge of Profes- 
eor M. lL. Brittain, state school com- 
missioner, and Professor Powell, form- 
erly of the normal college at Milledge- 
ville.

bria. Today, after half a century of 
moral resurrection, Umbria and the 
Marches are among teh most civilized, 
progressive and good-hearted regions 
of Italy ang did not, therefore, pro- 
vide Musolino with the atmosphere

Career of a Famous Athlete. 


“T have been asked by The Colum- 
bian to trace my athletic career. I 
was born on the farm near Almones- 
son Lake, N. J., on September 6th, 1883. 
I liked outdoor sports just the same as 
any healthy boy and played my share 
of baseball and ran about considerably 
Before I took up running seriously, I 
was attracted to football. In the 
course of time I found myself in Phil- 
adelphia. There I played end for the 
Preston Athletic Club’s eleven. Dur- 
ing the ‘three years I was with the 
Preston Athletic Club we Were never 
scored on. 

“It was in 1902 that running attract- 
ed me. I entered a 100-yard dash ina 
Philadelphia méet and finished third. 
The same day, I won the half-mile run, 
and a half-hour after that event I com- 
peted in the mile and finished third. I 
tell you, I was a mighty proud young- 
ster. Then I entered Brown Prepara- 
tory School. Under their colors, in 
1904, I won the half-mile and mile in- 
terscholastic championship events at 
the St. Louis Exhibition. In 1906 I 
joined the Irish-American Athletic 
Club; of which I am a member today. 
I shall remember the year 1908, be- 
cause of the London Olympic meet. 
There I had the good fortune to scor 
the greatest number of individual 
points. I won the 800 and 1,500- 
metre events and han on the four-mile 
relay team that won the championship 
for the United States. Among my best 
work [I fancy the winning of the Na- 
tional, Canadian and Metropolitan 
Championship three years in succes- 
sion. With my rivals I hold certain 
records on the Amateur Athletic Union 
books.”

Omitting for the present these two 
factors, which would, no doubt, in- 
crease the water power more than 
two-fold, we still have, at the annual 
lowest known stream stage, an approx- 
imate aggregate of 500,000 horsepower. 
This power, if produced by steam, 
would require an annual consumption 
of about 7,000,000 tons of coal. The 
money value of this power, reckoning 
a horsepower at $20.00 per annum, is 
$10,000,000 which is nearly equal to 
twice the state’s annual income from 
taxes and all other sources.

PLAYGROUNDS FOR AMERICA; 
MILLIONS ARE BEING SPENT 


By Howard Braucher, Secretary Piay- 
ground Association eof Americas. 
(Exclusive Service The Survey Press 
Bureau.) 

Are the people of the United States 
interested in playgrounds? In three 
weeks in December, 1910, our office re- 
ceived over 1,000 letters from all parts 
of the country, asking about play- 
ground problems. Last June, when the 
Playground Association of America 
held its congress at Rochester, over 
4,000 people were present at some of 
the sessions, yet the association was 

not organized until 1906. 

Its purpose is to promote normal 
wholesome play and public recreation, 
At first all the strength of the as#o- 
ciation was concentrated on securing 
playgrounds for children. In 1907, 90 
cities had playgrounds. In. 1909 the 
number ,xjhad risen to 336. This year 
the roster of cities will be about 500. 

The success of the playgrounds for 
children created a demand for recrea- 
tion canters for grown people, Cities 
found that. the most effective means 
of fighting low dives, bad dance halls, 
and other vicious pleasure resorts is in 
opening the public school building, or 
some other suitable place and provid- 
ing a chance for pleasure and amuse- 
ment in decent surroundings. Already 
school buildings are used as recreation 
centers in seventeen cities. 

When the Playground Association of 
America was organized, no one imagin- 
ed that in the year 1909-10 elght 
American cities alone would authorize 
bond issues for play centers to the total 
amount of $2,000,000, or that Cincin- 
nati would this year spend $1,000,000 
for pubic recreation, and Grand Papids 
$200,000. That 4,000 people would now 
be employed in the work of directing 
play in the United States, or that 
rural communities would be establish- 
ing playgrounds as at Tamalpais 
Center, Cal., would nave been thought 
impossible then. : 

During the last two years 346 Ameri- 
can cities have estabtished playgrounds 
for the first time and other commun!- 
ties to the number of 195, are now 
conducting campaigns for them. What 
the 195 cities now anxious to have fa- 
cilities for play to spend in the 
next few years nly be-estimated. 
Orphan asylums, hogpitals for the in- 
sané, institutions for the feeble-minded 
have made special provision for the 


| dren in schools for the blind are almost 
as happy in their play as seeing chil- 
den. Churches are giving the use of 
their grounds and county fairs have 
had playground exhibits. In some 
cities both political partise in the plat- 
forms have declared for outdoor re- 
creation centers. In Stockton and Fres- 
no, Cal.; Camden, N. J.; Philadelphia, 
| Baltimore. and Dallas, thousands of 
children have marchee m monster pa- 
rades; asking for playgrounds. 

The playground propaganda in a few 
years has. attained a. development 
which many causes have reached only 
after half a century. Its -greatest 
danger has been its rapid growth. All 


construction had been left loose upon 
the ground the children would have 
played with the brichs more than they. 
use this costly structure. In another 
place a $10,000 playground has been 
as much used as another. which cost 
ten times as much. Thousands of dol- 
lars have been wasteq because cities 
have planned their playgrounds with- 
out knowledge of wnat other munci- 
palities havee done. The Playground 
Association of America tries to help 
cities avoid such squandering of money, 
so that every dollar may be made to 
bring the largest possible amount of 
happiness. 

Besides the annual meeting which 
is now: being held ‘in Washington the 
association this year has héld play- 
ground institutes for New. England in 
Holyoke, Mass. in Baltimore, for the 
middle Atlantic states; in Detroit, for 
the north centr@®, and for the north- 
west in Minneapolis. Another. will 
probably be held for the south. These 
conferences have been for the dis- 
cussion of practical playground prob- 
lems. ‘ 

The association. helps the different 
cities to secure- capable playground 
workers. A. special committée has 
prepared a normal course in play, 
which is.now being used in seventeen 
educational institutions. Several uni- 
versitieg have professorg of play. A 
representative of the association is 
giving the greater part of his time to 
visiting normal schools for conferences 
and lectures. 

A thirty-six page monthly illus- 
trated magazine, The Playground, is 
published by the association. It .is 
read in China arfd Japan as well as in 
America and. Europe. A playground 
year book is published niboalic. giv- 


opments of the play movement during 
each preceding twelve months. 
Clal studies of equipment and other 
playground problems are circulated so 
that the entire country may avoid 
costly experiments, Lantern slides,

Did you ever stop to consider the 
scope of our athletics? It is a propo- 
sition tnvolving millions of men and 
millions of money. Conservative esti- 
mates place the number of athietes in 
this country at 3,000,000. It-is safe to 
assume that they spend the ridiculous 
minimum of $2 a year on their favorite 
sport. Think of ft! Athletics cost us 
$6,000,000 a year. And this estimate is 
admitted te be absurdly small.

Naturally such a project necessiates 
an organization for its handling.

Tt is 
called the Amateur Athletic Union of 
the United States.

IT IS TIME. 


“Cotton is the cardinal factor that gives the south financial} 


world pre-eminence. We plume ourselves on the kingly crop and 
say we levy tribute upon civilization. 

We do not! | 

Europe does it for us! The determining test of the control of 
any given crop is in its final handling and sélling. 

Europe does that, through its warehouses that store cotton 
the year round and feed it to mills as they need it, and at market 
prices then prevailing. 

The. south—the southern farmer that produces the cotton, and 
the business man whose welfare is inextricably involved in the price 
at which it sells—dumps most of the cotton on the market three 
or four months after it matures. ; 

The south takes what it can get under these conditions—ham- 
pered by glut, preyed on by speculators, at the whim of ebb and 
flow in financial conditions, and in utter and blithe defiance of the 
laws of supply and demand. 

The south’s folly is Europe’s opportunity. Europe seizes the op- 
portunity. 

Beginning with September and going through December— 
with negligible exceptions—cotton flows from America in a steady 
stream, toward Europe. Be the price high or low, fair or fixed; a 
very large part of the crop crosses the Atlantic, and the farmer and 
the southern business man are eliminated. 

It is just here that Europe begins. Capacious warehouses dot 
Liverpool, Bremen, Hamburg, other great ports of entry. Southern 
cotton is salted down in those warehouses. It only comes out as 
the mills need it, and at the price fixed by ecénomic law, not dire 
necessity. Europe reaps the warehouse and insurance charges. The 
south chews the bag. 

If we had sufficient storing capacity on this side, and if that 
storage capacity were properly bonded—then, and only then, would 
the south control the cotton crop, its own products by which it now 
levies, not tribute, but just what the world is minded to give it. 

We do not know how much the south has lost, and loses, by 
this frightful violation of common sense. Each year must add sev- 


% 


Once upon a time this situation was excusable. Today, it is 
hardly short of criminal. Before the war, the science of business and 
organization was in its infancy. We could not be expected to know 
of the machinery that is now common. For a few years after the 
war, the job of recuperation monopolized our time; and we didn’t 
have capital enough, sometimes, to pay the shoemaker, much less 
finance big undertakings. 

Today, it is different. Southern banks bulge with capital. On 
the asset of the cotton crop alone we can borrow millions if we go 
about it rightly. There is no earthly explanation for present cortdi- 
tions save ignorance, timidity, inertia or indifference. 

It is time to cut the bonds. The toll we have already paid is 
sickening. Each year cotton mounts higher as a dominating factor 
in world relations. Each year the toll—the criminally unnecessary 
toll—will become more exorbitant in almost a geometrical ratio. 

There is an easy way out. It is through properly bonded ware- 
houses, and enough of them, in the southern states where the cotton 
is grown.. | 
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‘session at Little Rock, took a step toward freedom. It instructed 
President Barrett to frame a bonded- warehouse act, and authorize 
state unions to secure its passage by their respective legislatures. 
The details of the plan are not yet before us. But there is light in 
the Louisiana plan. 
For Louisiana is the first southern state to begin to emancipate 
the southern cotton crop from foreign control. Last fall the voters 
of Louisiana passed a constitutional amendment authorizing the 
Dock Board of New Orleans, which is a part of the state’s machin- 
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The voters are not to be taxed a penny. The state is not pecunjarily 
liable. Tfle bonds for erecting the warehouses are to be sold at pub- 
lic subscription, and they are secured, not only by the ‘revenue from! 
the warehouses, but by the property itself. The fact that the board 
issuing them is a state institution gives to the whole transaction the 
support of a sovereign state. ro 

The enterprise is not organized for individual profit. Ware- 
house charges are to be only large enough for maintenance, and 
for a sinking fund—there are to be no dividends, no “melons.” The 
most improved machinery for the concentrated, scientific handling 
and storage-and loading of cotton is to be employed. Organization 
and efficiency are brought to the highest standard. 

Five things are accomplished by this system: 

1. The certificate issued by such a warehouse is negotiable in 
the markets of the world. That does away with “distress” cotton. 
That does away with the glutted markets that rise from liquidating 
cotton to meet debts. That enables the individual to hold his cot- 
ton, at the same time paying his debts, until the cotton is needed 
and supply and demand get on the job. . 

2. The storage and insurance charges are kept at home, not 
given as a free-will offering to Europe. 

3. Gamblers’ raids are minimized as far as humanly possible. 

4. Quibbles about validity of bills-of-lading are forever ended. 

5. There is no opportunity, under state supervision, for juggling 
with bonded cotton. 


| And the upshot of the whole thing is that—when the plan is 


materialized Louisiana, for one state, is in a position to absolutely, 
and not constructively, control its cotton. 

There is no reason why every southern state should not follow 
suit. There is every reason why they should. We even question if 
it would not be wise to go further than the Louisiana plan, and 
have the state issue bonds for such warehouses. The protection 
would be absolute. The validity and negotiability of a certified re- 
ceipt would be unquestioned. 

It is time for the south to seriously debate this question. As 
Colonel Robert J. Lowry, of Atlanta, recently stated to The Consti- 
tution, it is to the interest of southern bankers, southern business 
generally, to co-operate with the farmer in this matter. |

But between the statement and 
materialization is a gulf of death and disability threatening thou- 
sands of Atlantans.

WHAT HAS BECOME OF THE COMMISSION? 


One by one, signs pile up showing that the people of this sec- 
tion are powerless to secure their rights from the railroads. The 
enlarged state railroad commission, created and empowered to pro- 
tect and assure these rights, might just as well go out of business. 

The commercial travelers are now told by the railroads that 
there will be no abrogation of, no relief from, the present oppress- 
ive arrangement that requires mileage book holders to exchange 
coupons for tickets at stations. The system causes the loss of 
thousands of dollars a month in lost time. Is the commission sleep- 
ing? If not, why does it not take hold of the question? 

Stop-overs are persistently denied this section, despite the fact 
that they are the rule and not the exception in other sections and 
upon other systems. The commission has not even tested its pow- 
ers or influence to redress this indefensible wrong. 

The commission has itself raised switching charges a hundred 
to a hundred and fifty per cent in excess of those heretofore charged. 

The commission came into being on the pledge that, GIVEN 
POWER AND MEN, it would enforce justice between roads and 
public. It has the power—all that a sweeping statute can give— 
all that it asked for! It has the men—two additional members, 
a special attorney, all three positions. created to see that the public 
got a square deal. The state is paying the bill. 

The public is not getting a square deal. Commercial trav- 
elers, merchants oppressed by the switching extortion, the entire 
section handicapped by stop-overs denied, are inquiring—where is 
the commission? The people, who gave life to this commission, 
have a right to know! 
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THE BUCKHEAD DISTRICT DEVELOPMENT. 


With amazing rapidity, particularly in the past two months, 
distancing even its own previous record, the Buckhead district of 
Fulton county is setting a pace in suburban development unprece- 
dented in the growth of any southern city. 

While development in the Buckhead section has been going on 
quietly and evenly for years, it needed a spark to start the con- 
fiagration. Perhaps the Ansley Park development, the first in 
that direction, was the match that lit the tinder.

A GOOD ROADS MODEL FOR ALL GEORGIA, 


The Constitution hopes that each one of its readers will read 
every line of a story in another column in which the good roads 
achievements of Sumter county are vividly chronicled. 

In a few years’ time, a virile good roads policy has transformed 
Sumter and set at work a new influence in every human, economic, 
industrial and agricultural channel in the county. Sumter county is 
a dramatization of the practical miracles of good roads at high tide. 

Through the aggressive direction of Frank Sheffield, chairman ot 
the county commissioners, Sumter has, with its quota of convicts, 
combined with brains and energy, in three years constructed rso 
miles of splendid highways. A few months ago, at the Albany rally 
for the Thomasville-Andersonville route, Sumter yet had a few miles 
lacking in its link toward the Macon county line. Convicts were 
slappe@’on the stretch. At the second meeting, the other day, less 
than a mile remained, and the gap was being fast closed. 

Sumter has not gone far afeld to work these wonders. Sand and 
clay and gray matter—all of them indigenous to each south Georgia 
county—are the ingredients. Enterprise the driving power. The re- 
sults are in evidence. 

Three years ago lands‘sold at from $15 to $20 an acre. Today, 
the same lands range from $40 to $60. The answer? Good roads! 

The effect has been reflex. As our story expresses it, the fact 
that a farmer’s acres have increased three and four hundred per cent 
in valuation, force him to the mecessity of increasing his dividends 
from the acres. Therefore, more corn and better corn, more cotton 
and better cotton, and other products, are being raised to the acre 
than ever before. . 

What a different policy from that adopted by our neighbor, Clay- 
ton county. A few months after the state gave the counties the 
option of taking their proportionate share of the state convicts for 
the public roads, the then ordinary of that county took Clayton’s 
share, planned, graded and drained a north and south road through 
the county that would have been a model of its kind if the work 
had been completed. Just then a few kickers protested that con- 
victs could not be sustained without cost, and they were unwilling 
to pay the cost of progress. Thro their influence that wonder- 
working ordinary was ousted at the next election. The convicts were 
given up. The road went ‘to pieces, and it is now a reproach to the 
county. 

As a result, both of the north and south routes now being pro- 
moted to the Florida line are projected so as to skirt Clayton as far 
as possible—going by Fayetteville instead. The inertia of Clayton, 
therefore, does not only penalize her people, but it penalizes the 
contiguous counties which will suffer by this detour made probable 
by Clayton’s indifference. 

Forturiately, Clayton presents an unenviable and non-contagious 
exception. The counties have waked. There is nu more turning 
back of convicts. There is a demand for more. 

And the demand will continue, and enterprise quicken, as county

NEWS OF RELIGIOUS WORLD 


PROGRAM OF SUNDAY 
SCHOOL LEADERS 


More than one hundred representa- 
tive men and women of North America 
will be heard at the International: Sun- 
day School Convention, San Francisco, 
June 20 to 27, on the value and method 
of Christian education for the youth 
and the adult. “The Open Bible and 
the Uplifted Cross” will be the theme, 
and special emphasis will be laid upon 
these great factors of Christian service 
and Sunday school progress. Evangel- 
ism will also be emphasized, and the 
Rev. Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman will be 
heard twice daily. 

Previous to the convention there will 
be a missionary conference for work- 
ers west of the Rocky mountains, with 
denominational discussion of problems 
and mass meetings in the interest of 
home missions. Following, by Sunday 
school workers themselves, will be de- 
partmental conferences, with leaders 
of world-wide experience. 

After the formal convention opening, 
with addresses by the governor of 
California and the mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, there will be two addresses, one 
on the theme of the convention itself, 
already given, and the other by the 
Rev. D¥. David G. Downey, of Meth- 
odist Sunday school work, on “The 
Sunday School in the Christian Con- 
quest of North America.” Day sessions 
following are to be devoted to earnest 
presentation of Sunday echool prob- 
lems, involving as they do all America, 
in some respects all the world. 

“The Tercentenary of the King 
James Version of the Bible” wil] have 
as speakers the Rev. Dr. Charles F. 
Aked, Professor H. M. Hamill and the 
Rev. Dr. Robert F. Coyle. Late one 
afternoon there will be a parade, when 
it is expected that’ 15,000 members of 
adult Bible classes of North America 
will be tn line, each carrying a Bible 
furnished by the Gideons of America, 
who, by the way, are commercial trav- 
elers organized for Christian work. At 
the close of the parade Bibles will be 
stacked on the platform, and later are 
to be placed in rooms of San Francisco 
and Pacific coast hotels for the perma- 
nent use of guests. 

The Sunday covered by the conven- 
tion will have two afternoon mass 
meetings and one great public meeting 
at night. One of the former will be in 
the Greek theater at Berkeley, the 
other two in San Francisca‘e Coliseum. 
On Monday will be decided many ques- 
tions concerning the internatfona] les- 
sons, studied by 16,000,000 children in 
North America and 28,000,000 through- 
out the world.

There is a World Sun- 
day School Convention, which has met 
in Jerusalem and in Washington. The 
United States and Canada, with Eng- 
land a close second, take the lead in 
Sunday schoot work, especially in the 
preparation of lessons, the training of 
teachers, and in economic methods of 
study by the children. American enter- 
prise extends to almost every part of 
the world, and within the last three or 
four years has entered Latin countries 
with marked success. 

Mr. W. N. Hartshorn, of Boston; Mr. 
E. K.-Warren, of Michigan; Mr. H. J.

THE BAPTISTS AND 
WORLD SERVICE 


Baptists of the world will meet in 
Philadelphia next month. American 
Baptists will hold sessions from-about 
June 165 to consider missionary work 
at home and abroad ag conducted by 
them, and from June 19 to 25 repre- 
sentative Baptist leaders from Europe, 
Asia, South Africa and Australia will 
confer. There will be reporte of Bap- 
tist struggles and successes, but the 
emphasis of the gathering: will not. be 
Baptist, but Baptist service. This serv- 
ice reported on will be to missions, to 
dependent races, to education, to arbi- 


Against almost mediaeval persecutions, 
Baptist ministers have won their way 
in Greek and Russian Catholic lands. 
The Rev. W. Fetler, who -will be at 
the Alliance, is one of the best known 
men in St. Petersburg, where he is the 
champion of religious freedom. He is 
pastor of the largest Baptist church 
in the Russian capital, and the founder 
of eleven other churches in the same 
city, chiefly worshiping in halls. On 
Several occasions he has been .granted 
the use of the hall of the City Douma 
for his services. 

Other pioneers of Baptist work in 
eastern Europe who are to be in’ the 
Alliance are the Rev: Peter Doycheff, 
a prominent religious leader in the 
Balkans, the Rev. V. Pouloff, a Russtan 
who has been exiled to Siberia, and 
Mr. Norbert F. Capek, a descendant of 
the followers of John Huss and a 
Czech, leader of Bohemia. American 
Baptists have done the generous thing 
of subscribing $10,000 with which the 
travel expense of these European pio- 
neers is paid“that they may visit the 
Alliance and come into touch with oth- 
er Baptists of the world. 

American and Canadian Baptists who 
will be heard at Philadelphia include 
the Rev. Dr. R. &. MacArthur, of New 
York; the Rev. Dr. R. J. Willingham, 
of Richmond, and the Rev. Dr. BE. Y. 
Mullins, of Louisville, Concerning a 
proposed European College, the Rev. 
F. B. Meyer, of London will speak and 
other English Baptist leaders will be 
the Rev. J. H: Shakespeare, who is sec- 
retary of the Baptist Missionary Socie- 
ty of London, and the Rev. J. BE. Rob- 
erts, who is pastor of the most impor- 
tant Baptist churoh of Scotland. The 
last named has been accused of so- 
Clalistic leanings, and he has great 
influence among the working men of 
Glasgow. 

At Philadelphia will be considered 
the great missionary and publication 
interests of Baptists. These’ run into 
the millions of dollars each year. The 
foregn societies, one with headquar- 
ters in Boston and another with the 
Same in London, have work in Burma, 
China, Japan and India that require 
outlays of $2,500,000 a year. The de- 
velopment of the Far Bast on modern 
lines, not Christian only, but educa- 
tional as well, owes a very great debt 
to Baptists. In home mission work, 
chiefly American, the influence of Bap- 
tists are second to hardly any other, 
while Baptist leadership and achieve- 
ment in work for the negro race out- 
ranks almost everybody and every- 
thing else. Baptists and Methodists 
make largest use of the printing press 
in Christian propaganda, and this in- 
terest will be considered at Philade}- 
phia in its relation to world advance- 
ment. ‘ 

Emphasis is to be laid in the Alliance 
and in the meetings which precede it, 
upon social service, missions and unity. 
The whole Alliance program bristles 
with service along all lines. Missions 
will take not of the centennial of Jud-

BIBLE SOCIETY 
PLANS AND NEEDS 


The American Bible Society's work 
last year exceeded by 400,000 volumes 
its issue of the previous year. Its latest 
record of volumes circulated is 3,231,- 
722, Even in China the circulation has 
reached almost a million volumes a 
year. The whole number of volumes 
circulated in the ninety-five years of 
the society is 90,527,904. It has now 
attained to a Bible service that reaches 
almost all the world and does so in 
112 languages and dialects. The socie- 
ty’s endowment fund now amounts te 
$2,118,538.21, having been increased re- 
cently by the gift of Mrs. Russell Sage 
gifts in like amount by friends of the 
society, and a bequest from the late 
John 8.

Cele- 
brations of the tercentenary of the King 
James Bible have been general, and 
still remain to be held. ; 


BIBLES AND THE 
MEXICAN TROUBLES 


Reports to the American Bible So- 
ciety from its colporters in Mexico in- 
dicate the instrrectos to be in almost; 
all parts of that republic, some of them 
very near to Mexico City, the national 
capital. One party of colporters, hav- 
ing in charge pack mules, horses and 
bstock of books, was stopped by insur- 
rectos and told to join them in the 
fight for Madero’s cause. Upon reply- 
ing that the colporters are working for 
men of both armies, putting the Bibles 
into their hands, the insurrectos made 
off with the pack mule. An hour later 
more insurrectos stopped them, and not 
liking their horses, helped themselves 
to a fine saddle. So the society has 
helped the Madero cause to the extent 
of a pack mule and a new saddle. An- 
other company, searching and finding 
nothing objectionahle, bought 18 pesos 
worth of Bibles. Last year the society 
issued the four gospels in one conven- 
ient book, and the Proverbs in another, 
and because it was the centennial of 
Mexicon independence the _ society 
bound the books in red, white and 
green, the national colors. Now these 
books, with their bindings, are in de- 
mand, and the socilety’s colporters are 
serving with them enlisted men in both 
the Madero and Diaz camps. 


CHRISTIAN MINISTERS 
| AND WORLD PEACE 


A few years ago Christian ministers 
of Great Britain and Germany formed 
national councils to favor world peace, 
and last year federated them in the 
Associated Councils of Churches in the 
) British and German Empires for Fos- 
tering Friendly Relations Between the 
Two Peoples. The council include most 
of the highest church officials and 
many men eminent in public service. 

Now there are coming to the United 
States the Very Rev. Dr. W. Moore Ede, 
dean of Worcester; the Rev. Dr. John 
Clifford, of London, president of the 
Baptist World Alliance; J. Allen Baker, 
member of parliament; W. H. Dickin- 
son, member of parliament, and Alfred 
J. King, former member of parliament, 
representing the British Peace Council; 
Herr Prediger F. W. Simoleit, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, of Berlin; the 
Rev. Lic. F. Siegmund-Cchultze, of Pots- 
dam, court preacher to the German em- 
peror, and Court Preacher Hoffman, of 
Stuttgart, representing the German 
council, and with eminent American di- 
vines they will be heard at the clergy- 
men’s session of the Lake Mohonk con- 
ference on international arbitration, 
opening May 24. 

the Rev. Dr. Robert S. MacArthur, 
New York, Baptist; Bishop Greer, of 
New York, Episcopal; the Rev. Dr. Ju- 
nius B. Remensnyder, New York, Luth- 
eran; the Rev. Dr. William Sparling, 
Montreal, Methodist, and others will 
speak, representing American peace in- 
terests. The European delegates hope 
to incite American clergymen of 
churches throughout the world in pro- 
moting fraternal relations, removing 
friction, and eventually abolishing war 
and war expenses: altogether. The Lake 
Mohonk conference this year is count- 
ed on to set this Christian world force 
into action for peace. 


GREAT CALL FOR TRACTS. 

The American Tract Society, just 
completing eighty-six years, reports 
very great demand for religious liter. 
ature, both at home in English, Italian 
and Polish, and on the foreign mis- 
sion fields in almost all languages. 
Millions of copies of tracts and periodl- 
cals were issued by it last year, and 
since its organization it has reached 
a total of not less than 776,000,000 
copies. Imperative demands upon the 
society are made by workers in China, 
who declare that twice before has the 
opportunity come for western civil- 
ization to change and modernize China 
and failed for lack of literature. The 
opportunity coming a third time, lead- 
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America for Christian tracts. Thirty 
tract societies have been set up in the 
far east, and presses to print Christian 
literature are run night and day. Some 
time since the society declared that 
not less than $1,000,000 is needed te 
supply even a part ofthe demand. In 
its latest report, issued last week, it 
declares another million ought to be 
used in America, in part among immi- 
Srants, or $2,000,000 in all. In the ap-

CATHOLIC FOREIGN 
MISSION SEMINARY 


At the annual meeting of Catholic 
archbishops, just held, the decision was 
made to establish, as soon as possible, 
a seminary for the training of Amer- 
ican young men who volunteer for for. 
eign mission fields. The training con- 
sists, not alone in theoloy and other 
subjects, always taught to candidates 
for the prjesthood, but foreign lan- 
guages, the economics of missions, and 
the right attitude toward native re- 
ligions. No decision was made am to 
the location, but it is said to be likely 
that the new seminary will be a‘part of 
the Catholic university foundation. Two 
young priests, the Rev. Thomas F. 
Price, of Raleigh, and the Rev. James 
A. Walsh, of Boston, were commission- 
ed to raise money with which to found 
the seminary. Franciscan and other or- 
ders have houses of study and recruti 
American young men for their particu- 
lar work, and there is an apostolic mis- 
sion house at Brookland to train men 
for mission work in the United States, 
Heretofore Catholic foreign missions, 
which are among the most extensive 
in the world, have relied fdr mission- 
aries upon France, Spain, Italy and to 
a small extent Austria. Now the aim 
is to have America contribute its share. 
Catholics. of America are contributing 
money in steadily increasing amounts. 
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GUAM NOW A PREFECTURE 

The island of Guam, one of the La- 
drones,*but American territory, got lost, 
so to speak, in its Catholic church re- 
lations. Larger and more beautiful 
than many imagine, it has considerable 
Catholic population and work, but the 
Catholic church im America overlooked 
it for a time while other work pressed, 
and allowed it to fall under the juris- 
diction of German Catholics. Recently 
the apostolic delegate at Washington 
secured its withdrawal from German 
jurisdiction and its erection into a 
prefecture apostolic under American 
Catholic control. Now a prefect is to 
be appointed, and he will probably be 
an American.

Swallowed Six Jonahs at Once. 


The Reconstructed Jaws of an Eocene Shark, in the New York 


National History Museum. 


HE whale that swallowed 
Jonah might, in its turn, have 
been swallowed by the shark 

whose mighty jaws have recently 
been get up In the Museum of Natu- 
ral History of New York. As shown 
in the accompanying photograph, 
these jaws are so capacious that 
six men find ample room to stand 
upright within them. 

It was lucky for Jonah that the 
little whale saw him frst. The 
whale, it will be remembered, found 
Jonah a tough morsel and ejected 
bim upon a friendly shore. In this 
shark’s interior Jonah could not 
have caused even a mild attack of 
appendicitis—the monster could 
have swallowed haif a dozen Jonahs 
at once, as easily as Jonah could 
have absorbed that number of raw 
Blue Points. 

The fact. is, however, that Jonah 
was eafe so far as this breed of 
sharks was concerned, for it flour- 
ished and died out a miliion or so 
years earlier, back in the eocene 
period. The Natural History Mu- 
seum specimen is a reconstruction 
by paleontologica] experts around e 
set of fossilized teeth dug out of 
the phosphate bede in South Caro-

A Boat That Never 


Touches the Water 


HAT is regarded as the “last cry” in water craft is the “ 
W unique Fabre hydroplane, the “Goeland,” which hag been 
making some wonderful flights at the Monaco motor 
boat meet during the past few weeks. 
This curious vessel, the invention of Henri Fabre, a French 2 
engineer, is in reality a cross between a motor boat and an aero- 
plane, although it is difficult to look upon it as a boat at all, 


seeing that it never touches the water while in motion. 
"The Fabre hydroplane has the distinction of being the first heavier 


than-air machine to make successful flights starting from and alighting 
upon water. With its strangely shaped wings and appurtenances, it holds 
the centre of interest among motor boat men and aviators alike. 

It made its first flight just about a year ago. It went a distance of about 
a third of a mile six feet above the surface of the water at the rate of 
thirty-four miles an hour. In subsequent flights, as the result of certain 
changes and improvements, this record was greatly excelled. It is now 
able to make between forty and fifty miles an hour under favorable condi- 
tions, and its inventor hopes to increase even this high rate of speed. 

In principle the hydroplane differs not very greatly from the more 
familiar aeroplane, except that it is equipped with three specially designed 
floats to enable it to navigate, rise from and descend upon the water. But 
this difference enables it to make ocean trips which would be out of the 
question for the ordinary ‘aeroplane not provided with pontoons or other 
similar devices. 


The Fabre hydroplane is propelled, like an aeroplane, by an eight and 
one-half foot two-bladed propeller driven by a fifty horse-power engine. It 
is built on the type of the Antoinette monoplane, with which Latham, the 
French aviator, made so many records. 

The main plane, at the rear of the craft, is built upon a steel truss 
specifically designed and patented by Fabre, the principal feature of it be- 
ing that it can be folded when the boat is not in use, thus protecting the 
covering of the wing from sudden gusts of wind. ' 

The wing is made of a fabric known as simili-sjlk, and combines light- 
ness with strength. Unlike the wings of most of the familiar types of 
aeroplanes, this wing is not pernianently fastened to the supporting truss, 
but is simply laced to it by means of a series of eyelets. : 
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The frame of the machine is not un- 
like that of a bicycle, the pilot’s seat 
being situated about midway. Elevat- 
ing and steering planes and rudders 
are in front. 

Although Mr. Fabre has been ex- 
perimenting with this craft for more 
than a year and has made hundreds 
of flights in #, he has never met 
with a serious accident. Sometimes, 
in coming down, it has described too 
great an angle and has landed with 
a splash, throwing its pilot headlong 
into the water and sustaining slight 
injuries itself, but beyond trivial mis- 
haps of this kind, ita inventor 
pilot has so far been singularly for- 
tunate. 

On April 13, at the Monaco nieet, 
while making a trial flight, M. Fabre 
founé that he was being carried too 
close to a pile, and in trying to escape 
@ collision descended upon the rocks. 
The hydroplane was badly damaged, 
but has since been repaired.

Work Out 
Perfect Hearts 
and Lungs. 


FEW weeks ago. Mrs. Margaret Daly 
: daughter of Marcus Daly, the copper king, died 
of heart trouble, brought on by the high altitude 
_ = Anaconda, Mont., where she had been visiting her 
r. 

Anaconda is 7,000 feet above sea level, and the thin 
alr imposes an additional tax upon the heart and circu. 
latory system to which a person suffering from heart 
trouble is unequal. As soon as Mrs. Brown was stricken, 
therefore, she was hastened back to New York on a 
special train in an effort to save her, but despite all 
that money and medical science could do she succumbed. 

This tragic death might have been averted, however, 
had the unfortunate victim had access to a remarkable 
institution, plans for which have just been completed 
by Professor Rudolf Klein, of Munich. 

This structure, which will consist of eighteen stories, 
will in reality be only 260 feet high. The mere presse 
ure of a button, however, will increase the height of 
the building, in effect, to 18,000 feet, an altitude sev- 
eral thousand feet greater than that of mountain in 
this country except that of Mt. McKinley, which is 
20,000 feet. 

Nor is this all, for the pressure of another button 
will convert this skysecreper, in effect, to a subterra- 
nean chamber, 2,000 feet below the level of the sea. 

These remarkable effects are not produced by any 
epecies of legerdemain, but by a series of scientific air 
pumps and other devices which Professor Klein has in- 
vented and by which he can increase or decrease at 
will the atmospheric pressure on the various floors. 

The object of the plan is to combine in one building 
an atmosphere suitable for persons, like consumptives, 
who require a thin, rarified air, and a denser atmos 
phere for those whose blood requires the stimulation 
of additional oxygen. 

It has long been recognized that the pressure of 
atmosphere fs of great physiological importance. 
sea level the pressure of the atmosphere on all objects 
upon the earth’s surface is approximately fifteen 
pounds to the equare inch. Thus a man of average 
size is subjected to a total pressure of aboyt 34,000 
pounds, more than fifteen tons. Such a pressure is 
rendered harmless, of course, because it ig exercised 
equally in all directiong—upward es well as downward, 
from within as well as from without, 

This normal atmospheric pressure diminishes the 
higher we ascend, and increases the deeper we descend 
below the leve) of the sea. : 

One effect of diminished atmospheric pressure is te 
reduce the supply of. oxygen. Another effect is a re- 
markable increase of red blood cells, brought about, no 
doubt, by nature's attempt to enable the blood to absorb 
a larger amount of the diminished supply of oxygen. 

The effect of increased air pressvre on the other 
hand is to increase the supply of oxygen, resulting to 
@ certain extent in increased vitality and energy. 

Medical sciencé has relied upon these physiological 

henomena in its treatment of various diseases. It 

long been the practise to send patients suffering 
from incipient tuberculosis to high altitudes in the 
hope that the deepening of inspiration and the in- 
crease of red blood cells brought about by the dimin- 
ished atmospheric pressure may be beneficial. 

Diseases of the circulatory system, on the othe? 
band, which are aggravated by a rgrified atmosphere, 
may be benefited in a denser atmosphere, 

ntimes, however, a patient suffers from a com- 
plication of diseases and it is then most difficult to 
find a place where the atmospheric pressure is at all 
suitable. 

It is mainly for the treatment of such cases as these 
that Professor Klein’s health tower is to be erected. 
Upon each of the eighteen stories a different air 
pressure will be maintained. 

The first four stories will be devoted to high press 
ure chambers. Apparatus will be installed sufficient 
to increase the pressure in these chambers to that ex- 
isting at a depth of 2,000 feet, although it will hardly 
be necessary to obtain such a high pressure except for 
experimentation. 

From the fifth story to the eighteenth the pressure 
will be diminished at the rate of a thousand feet or 
more for each floor, the top story maintaining @ press- 
Hes equivalent to that found at an altitude of 18,000 
eet. 

A specially constructed elevator will run from the 
bottom to the top, a species of “locks” or neutral 
cbambers being provided on each floor at the entrance 
to the elevator shaft that the particular atmosphere 
maintained on the particular floor may not be disturbed 
by the air coming from the elevator sbatft. 


A Balance to Weigh 
a Thought. 


HEN a grain of dust enters the 

eye it seems very large. As 

e@ matter of fact, of course, it 

is so minute “At one can hardly con- 
ceive of it being divided. Neverthe 
less the balgnces ordinarily used by 
chemists and other scientific workers 
are so accurate that they can deter- 


mine weight to within one six-hun- 
dred-and-fiftieth of a grain. 

Now, however, a balance has been 
invented which will accomplish even 
more than this. The instrument, de 
vised by Messrs. Steel and Grant, 
determines weight to within one 
one-million-six-hundred-and-fifty-thous- 
andth of a grain, less, one might 
imagine, than the weight of a thought. 

The balance is enclosed in an air 
tight metal case, about five inches 
long, four inches high and two and 
one-half inches deep. The beam of 
the balance is constructed of very 
slender rods of quartz. 

For such minute results as this in- 
strument is designed to register, it is, 
of course, impossible to use weights. 
As a substitute, a thin quartz Duld is 
fiied with air and sealed. The weight 
of this bulb increases as the pressure 
of the air inside the case diminishes.

Then his voice rang out for the 
first time and evéry pressman plunged into copy: 

“Wros—Machinery perfect, speed 26 seconds per mile but increasing. 
Nothing visible except occasional flash of light north, probably lighthouses 
on New England coast. Elevation decreased to 500 feet to avoid east winds 
on upper levels. . speed 15 seconds. . . . Dian calm and in 
perfect control.”

How 
his shop was set up, models made by hand and original shapes fashioned 
from metal by patient toil. How into the machinery and the countless ex- 
periments went by the score, by the hundreds and by the thousands the 
worker’s hoarded dollars, It was all told graphically, the story covering the 
mass of minutiae known to all inventors who struggle to embalm an idea in 
metal and imbue that metal with the intelligence of a human brain. It 
was a great story, the story of genius and heroism; of toil and at last 
suffering. 

And it brought as a dramatic feature the fatal accident and loss of the 
first half-finished Eros, a Swedish laborer venturing into the ship and touch- 
ing incautiously a handle. Vividly the distant reporter, flying into the face 
of the new day, pictured the sudden upward rush of the unfortunate work- 
man to unknown skies to freeze and float and stare with unseeing eyes into 
a shoreless space, fof long, long years, where metal rusts slowly and flesh 
decays not forever. It came a perfect composition, broken but once. When 
the first hour expired Caruthers gave the reading of his speedometer—244 
miles. This announcement was received with a gasp of incredulity, yet no 
one doubted it long. Before the audience could grasp the whole fact, the 
accomplishment in one hour of the four-hour task of the fastest express 
train, the story was coming again. It continued rapidly, full of quick, crisp 
descriptions, snapped out under great nervous tension, but clear cut and 
comprehensive. One of the finest of these covered the unreeling in flight 
of the aluminum aerials three thousand feet each, which floating out behind 
were tipped with small open cylinders to secure rigidity and prevent undular 
motion. 

At 2 o’clock a. m. the operator called 510 miles. These astounding fig-

all the slaves of Uncle Sam, the mdd- 
ern Aladdin. Our patriarchal) 
rubs the lamp and Mr. Wilson moves 
the world to do his bidding. He waves 
his wand over the 


mountains, bringing back macaroni 
wheat which adds billions of loaves to 
our national bread basket. He scours 
the earth tor uew nuts and fruits, and 
from China and Japan brings rice 
which yields a thougand fold on the 
lowlands of Louisiana and Texas. He 
shakes his magic rod and the nitrogen 
of the air is harnessed to bacteria, 
which make Mother Earth produce as 
she has not produced before. He shows 
the farmers how to double their corn 
and the planters how to add millions 
to the value of their cotton. He is the 
friend of the helpful hen and the little 
red apple, and, in short, the mightiest 
genii of all those in the employ of our 
national ruler, Uncle Sam, Patriarch. 

Eighty Thousand Million Dollars. 

I first met Secretary Wilson when he 
had just taken his seat as one of the 
members of President McKinley's cabi- 
net. That was fourteen years ago, and 
he has been working wonders ever 
since. He is a plain Scotch farmer, but 
he deals in sums that would stagger 
a Morgan or a Guggenheim. During 
the past ten years the proceeds of our 
farms have been more than $80,000,- 
000,000. 

Eighty thousand millions! It means 
enough to give $4,000 to every family 
or $800 to every man, woman and child 
in the whole United States. That sum 
has come out of the farms within ten 
years and yearly the product increases. 
When the present secretary took 
charge of the department of agricul- 
ture it annually amounted to about 
$4,000,000,000. In 1910 §¢ was almost 
$9,000,000,000 and when the present 
schemes of farm improvement and new 
crops have been generally adopted we 
shall be rich enough to buy Mexico and 
Canada and to inaugurate peace move- 
ments throughout the world.

Coming down to the crops of a single 
year, Secretary Wilson telis me that 
during 1910 our farmers yanked almost 
$9,000,000 out of Mother Barth’s pock- 
ets. That sum would come within 10 
per cent of the government revenues 
of every country on earth, and it would 
pay nine-tenths of all the salaries of’ 
those governments, including their 
@rmies and navies and every other em- 
ployee, from the kings who sit the 
thrones to the women who ecrub the 
palaces and public offices. 

Nine thousand millions of money a 
year means just about thirty millions 
for every working day. It means more 
than a million dollars for every hour, 
twenty thousand dollars for every 
minute, and over three hundred and 
thirty-three dollars for every second. 
Take out your watch and and look at 
its face. Follow the second hand as it 
measures the minutes. Every time it 
goes around its little dlal our farmers 
are adding $20,000 to our national 
wealth. Now put it to your ear and 
listen to the ticking. Every tick means 
more than three hundreq dollars, and 
that three hundred is added with ev- 
ery tick, day and night, week in and 
week out, all the year through. 

It is the man who has had much to 
do with making this wealth that you 
talk with today. I am merely the 
phonograph, and through me the sec- 
retary of agriculture is speaking to 
you. We are sitting in Mr. Wilson's 
office and the secretary is talking of 
Uncle Sam, patriarch.

Fighting the Bugs. 

“Are you interested in bugs? We 
have a department devoted te them 
which is studying all sorts of insects 
for the good of the people. With other 
things it is working on the gypsy moth 
and the browntail moth Which are now 
ravaging the trees of a large part of 
New England. These moths were 
brought in from abroad by a scientist 
for the purpose of study. He allowed 
a jair or so to get loose, and the‘result 
is they have multiplied by millions and 
are destroying the trees over an area 
of 10,000 square miles. We heard that 
there were parasites which would ex- 
terminate this pest, and Dr. L. 0. How- 
ard, the chief of the bureau of ento- 
mology, has been sent to Europe three 
times to find them. One of his trips 
was to the Crimea, and it was there he 
discovered the moth’s greatest enemy. 
We have imported it. Congress has 
given us an appropriation to wipe out 
that pest. é

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continued Secretary Wilson, “relates to 
the fever tick which has ruined the 
cattle in parts of the south to the ex- 
tent of something like forty million 
dollars a year. We looked everywhere 
to get something to fight it, but fatled. 
At last we discovered that the tick 
bred on the ground, and that the young 
fastened themselves to the plants and 
crawling wp them were able to get on 
such cattle as fed in the pastures. We 
found that they had to reach the cat- 
tle very soon or they died. With this 
knowledge we got the farmers to di- 
vide their fields in the middle and put 
the stock on one side. In a short time 
the ticks which had crowled up the 
grass died of starvation. We now hed all 
the cattle dipped in a bath, which de- 
stroyed the ticks on them, and moved 
them acrosg to the other side of the 
field. Within a few days al) the ticks 
in the now vacant pasture had died the 
same way, and that land was clear. 
By these means we have already driven 
this pest out of between ninety and 
one hundred million acres of pasture 
lands. The total area is about 146,000 
square miles. It is equal to three and 
one-halg states the size of Ohio.” 
Teaching the Boys to Farm. 

“Tell me something about the work 
you are doing for the farmers’ boys, 
Mr. Secretary,” I said. 

“That is a big story,” replied Mr. 
Wilson. “With the assistance of the 
states we are establishing schools for 
the teaching of farming, and improved 
agriculture is being taught in the pub- 
lic schools. We are also doing a great 
deal of practical work with the boys on 
the farms.” 

“You may have heard something of 
the boy corn raisers of the United 
States. They are numbered by the tens 
of thousands. The movement began in 
the great corn patch of the Mississippi 
valley, and at the St. Louis exposition 
there were about 8,000 separate exhib- 
its of corn raised in the older corn 
regions by as many thousand individual 
boys. These boys had each one acre 
of land, which he planted and éalti- 
vated after rules laid down by this de- 
partment. Prises were given in each 
district to the boy who produced the 
most and best corn, and the results 
were a yield which was double, treble 
and in some cases even five or six times 
that which was gotten before. 

Corm Versus Cotton. 

“That was some years ago,” contin- 
ued the secretary. “It was before the 
boll weevil had begun to bite deep into 
the cotton crop of the south. As you 
know, cotton has long been the one 
crop of that section. The planters have 
raised almost nothing else. They have 
imported their hogs and their hominy, 
have bought mules and other live stock 
of the north and have éven bought in 
the stuff to feed them. We wanted to 
make the south self-supporting, to di- 
versify the crops and to show what 
corn would do for the land. This has 
been accomplished largely through the 
boys. We shall soon have 100,000 boy 
farmers who will each have an acre or 
more to cultivate after our methods. 
We had more than 40,000 last year, and 
we have already doubled that number: 
We have thousands of southern farm-

| fall. We gave them diplomas and a 
free trip to Washington as competi- 
tive prizes for raising the most and 
best corn on an acre. They took land 
in states that have been producing 
on the average from fifteen to twenty 
bushels per acre and farmed it. They 
worked under our direction, and the 
result is they have raised up to as 
high as 228 bushels per acre, and one 
of them has produced 119 bushels on 
an acre at a cost of 8 cents a hel. 
We have thousands of boys who have 
harvested from one acre they farmed 
double as much as their fathers grew 
on any acre adjoining, and some who 
have produced five times as much, 
The Meanest Man in the South. 

“Take, for inetance, the case of one 
bright southern boy,” the secretary of 
agriculture continued. “His father 
had no faith tn what he called book- 
farming, and, besides, he was about as 
Mean as they make them. His boy 
had asked for the use of an acre, and 
the father refused, telling him he 
would not have anything to do with 
such foolishness. The boy persisted, 
however, and the father finally point- 
ed to a rough hillside overgrown with 
brush and spotted with stumps and 
stones, and told him if he would grub 
| that acre and move off the stones he 
could have it. The boy went to work, 
and finally cleared it. Then the ‘old 
man said: “That acre is too good, for 
me to lose. I think I will plant it 
myself.’ The boy cried, and the father 
finally eeaid: “Well, if you will clear 
another acre beside that I won't take 
it from you, and you may plant it and 
do what you please.’ Thereupon the 
boy again went to work and cleared 
the second acre. He planted it to 
corn’ after our directions, and as a re- 
sult he made eighty-eight bushels. At 
the same time his father planted and 
cultivated the acre adjoining, using the 
old way. He made just eighteen 
Since then the old man has been con- 
verted to our way of farming. He 
goes with his boy to/fthe agricultural 
fairs and tells about“the eighty-eight 
bushels of corn “they raised on an 
acre, saying: ‘That is what me and 
my boy done.’ ; : 

Farming With Goats. 

“In another instance,” continued the 
secretary, “an Arkansas farmer would 
not give his boy a horse to cultivate 
his acre. The boy paid to have the 
land ployed, and after that he did all 
his culti¥V¥ating with a common, every- 
day goat. Notwithstanding that he 
raised fifty bushels of corn. Another 
boy hag not even a goat and he har- 
nessed the calves, and made seventy- 
five bushels of corn to the acre. The 
department is full of such stories.” 

‘That is the kind of work that makes 
men, Mr. Secretary,” said I. 

“That @ what I tola the boys who 
won the prize trips to Washington. 
The corn clubs of the south are mak- 
ing men, and the boys who belong to 
them will be among the best men of 
the future. When a boy learns how to 
manage an acre and to count every 
cent that goes in and all that comes 
out, as well as to make it producé, 
as those boys are doing, he comes 
mighty near to learning how to man- 
age a farm. He learns how to work 
and how to save. Take the boys who 
came down to Washington. Ev one 
of them appreciated the value of the 
cent and the aime. One had been given 
$150 to pay his “expenses to the capi- 
tal and back, and he was to have all 
that was left..He came from beyond 
the Mississippi river. When he reach- 
ed here he looked rather tired. One of 
our men asked him what kind of a 
trip he had had and whether he had 
slept well on the cars. He replied: 
Wot very well.’ And upon further 
questioning saiq that he had sat up 
all the way. Said he: ‘A sleeping car 
would have cost me $5, and that is a 
lot of money ta me’ He was asked 
as to his meals, and he eald he had 
gone into the diner, but that they 
wanted to charge him a dollar for din- 
ner, and so he waited until he got to 
Memphis, and there got some apples, 
popcorn and bread, and that was 
enough until/he reached Washington. 
Another boy went to Pittsburg, and in 
the restaurant at the depot was asked 
to pay 10 cents for a oup of coffee. 
He was horrified, ang that is the lest 
coffee he drank during the trip. 

Joe Stone, of Georgia, who is only 
12 years of age, had to pay one-third 
of his crop to the landlord of whom 
his father rented the farm. He raised 
102 bushels at a cost of 29 cents. 

Another boy, named Henry, who 
came from Louisiana, raised almost 
140 bushels at a cost of 13 cents, and 
he sold his crop at $3 a bushel for seed. 
That boy has put in five acres this year, 
and he expects to get 600 bushels of 
corn from them. He is going to the 
high school, and the thousand dollars 
he thinks this year’s crop will net him 
is to be used to pay for hig college 
education. 

Bashful Ira and President Taft. 

“Speaking of the making of men of 
boys,’ continued the secretary, “I can 
think of nothing more educational. 
This work develops their self-reliance 
and encourages them to think and act 
for themselves. Take another of the 
prise winners, little Ira Smith of Ar- 
wansas, He Was so bashful when the 
demonstrator of the agricultural de- 
partment visited his father that he 
would not speak to him. He could not 
be persuaded to talk, ran out of 
the house. Nevertheless, Ae boy, after 
having raised 119 bushels on his acre at 
a cost of 8 cents a bushel, talked with 
President Taft here at Washington, and 
was not afraid. When the boys called 
at the white house the president 
tackled Ira Smith first, saying: 

“Now tell me the truth, my boy, 
didn't you pick out the best acre on 
your father’s place for that éorn?’ 

“‘"No,’ replied little Ira. “My acre 
was just like the rest.’ 

“*and do you expect to try it again?’ 
said the president. 

“ *Yos, do. I have already selected 
my acre and I hope to raise more corn 
next year than I raised this.’ 

“But it is mot the effect that the 
work has on the boys alone that should 
be considered,” said the secretary. 
“Every one of the thousands of boys 
who are working that way Bhi grag «= 
a family and its neighbors, in this 
movement we are educating whole com- 
munities and whole states. We are 
revolutionising the work af the farmer 
of the south, and the changes now go- 
ing on will make that section one of 
the richest and most stable parts of 
the country. The south is just at the 
edge of its beginning and its growth 
in wealth from now on will be sur- 
prising to all the other parts of the

Perhaps the agricultural problem 
that interests Mrs. Scott most of all 
is that of conserving and maintaining 
the fertility of the soil. 

Mrs. Scott has learned, as many oth- 
ers have, how the farms of the original 
thirteen states had hag their elements 
of richness hauled away in corn, wheat 
and oats, until there is now nothing 


left to tear out of them. 

Mrs. Scott says: 

“TI have always been !mpressed with 
the duty which the present generation 
owes to the future. Every one is apt 
to become an accumulator instead of 
an experimenter. I am a practical 
farmer and have bent my energies to- 
ward making farming @ success, not 
only for my own time and profit, but 
for the future. 

“Recently I rented one of my best 
farms of 2,000 acres in McLean ‘county, 
lll, to a young man for the purpose 
of experimenting with the various 
chemica]) and animal products which 
bring impoverished soil back to its 
pristine bountifulness. I am eager to 
note results in this experiment with a 
yiew to using the same methods on 
other farms which are still considered 
ee the most productive in my sec- 
tion. 

“It would appall the casual observer 
to know how much worn-out land ex- 
ists in the most prosperous states of 
the union. States wh.ch are famous 
throughout the world for their wealth 
in grain and their magnificent suc- 
cess in furnishing foodstuffs for the 
other half of the globe have a de- 
pressing lot of exhausted soil. Ex- 
hausted because the past or present 
owners, eager to accumulate, have 
neglected the potent philosophy which 
the word conservation means.” 

The lesson of conservation must be 
learned if civilization is to go on.

One hears much in these days of the 
needs of the “mountains whites’ and 
many are the voices that are raised in 
behalf of the mountain boys and girls 
who, by their isolation, their poverty 
and their ignorance, are cut off from 
the development which would fit them 
for lives of usefulness and happiness. 
These calls in the name of humanity 
and religion are just and should be 
heeded. The mountain boys and girls 
are worth the saving and should be 
taught and trained. 

But there is another class, just as 
needy, just as worthy, just as well 
worth the saving, for whom no appeals 
are made, few schools are established 
and few missionaries are sent out—the 
boys and girls of the Wiregrass—and it 
is for these that the siucuiamns com- 
mittee of the Georgians sends out this 
appeal. 

Wiregrass Georgia comprises that 
portion of the state which lies to the 
south of the foothills which cross the 
state about the middle, and it includes 
the level coastal plains of south and 
southeast Georgia.

So much by way of explanation. 

The little towns that have sprung up 
may be expected in a measure to work 
out their own problems of education. 
Wherever places of any importance 
have grown up, schools, churches, Sun- 
day schools, etc., have followed as a 
matter of course. But there is lying 
near these towns a considerable popu- 
lation who is as yet largely cut of 
from outside influences in matters of 
education. The conditions may be best 
brought to the attention of those in- 
terested in this kind of work by re- 
viewing the situation in our own coun- 
ty of Ware, in which Waycross is lo- 
cated. 

Waycross Thirty Years Ago. 

Thirty years ago Waycross was only 
a railroad station. Various interests 
combined to develop the town and to- 
day it hasa population of 15,000, and has 
much more than doubled its inhabitants 
in the last decade. Waycross has mag- 
churches and other 
agencies for improvement. Her peo- 
ple are progressive in every sense of 
the word. But what of the country 
lying around the city? 

Ware is a large county, and despite 
the fact that there are six lines of 
railroads rediating from Waycross, 
there are large sections of the county 
remote from any:of these lines of road. 
The rural population is made up very 
largely of those whose fathers before 
them lived in this county and farmed 
their land. These people belong to 


-|o014 Anglé-Saxon stock. As a rule, they 


are law-abiding, independent, conserv- 
ative and hard-working. But they 
lack, many of them, the liberal ideas 
which education brings. They have 
their peculiar ideas of religion and edu- 
eation and they resent any change in 
these particulars. Poor roads, lack of 
means, poorly equipped buildings and 
teachers have made the public schools 
fail to meet the needs of the people 
to a great extent, and yet it is to the 
public schools that this section must 
look for help. The salvation of the 
children growing up in these rural dis- 
tricts lies in the public school teach- 
ers, and it is for better teachers, for 
self-sacrificing women who will come 
to these people and lead them into 
better things, better ways of living, 
that this plea is made. 
the communities in this, as itn other 
counties, the peaple resent bitterly any 
attempt to introduce new ideas among 
the children. The little log school 
house, a four months’ term, an average 
of thirty days’ attendance during the 
year, the three R’s and a poorly paid 
and equipped teacher—these are all 
they want. They look upon Sunday 
schools as something to be shunned and 
the remark is sometimes made that 
they would rather have their children 
go fishing @n Sunday than go to Sun-

the three or four months’ schooling. 
Teachers from some of these remote 
communities testify that fighting, 
drinking and profane’ language are 
common even among the young chil- 
dren. So prejudiced are the parents 
that a teacher needs the wisdom of the 
serpent to get along without being 
“fired,” as the most trivial excuse is 
often seized upon to get rid of a teach- 
er who tries to bring about changes. 
Having the children repeat the Lord’s 
Prayer has lost many a teacher her 
place. Cases have been known where 
children have grown to maturity with- 
out hearing the name of the Deity ex- 
cept in an oath. These, of course, are 
extreme cases, but they are not un- 
usual enough to allow those who are 
interested in the welfare of these peo- 
ple to pass them by without an effort 
to better their conditions. Religiously, 
so far as they have any religion at 
all, these people are of that extreme 
type of Calvanism which runs into fa- 
talism. They do not approve of read- 
ing the Bible, or of a Mberal education. 
The remark made by an intelligent 
looking man that he was afraid to 
read a newspaper for fear it would 
prove too great a temptation to him, 
shows their line of reasoning. 

So much for the conditions. 

Looking to the remedy, the sugges- 
tion has been made that the methods 
which have proved helpful in other 
states could be used with success in 
the Wiregrass. That is, to provide 
first-class teachers for the rural schools 
and thus bring better ideas and better 
methods of living to these people. The 
difficulties in the way are many. The 
isolated lives which such téachers 
would have to lead; the hardships 
which they would have to énéuré, the 
tact necessary in order to get on with 
the patrons, the primitive methods of 
living among the people with whom 


But if mission- 
aries can be found who are willing to 
cross the seas and carry the gospel to 
the Chinese and Africans, surely there 
will not be wanting men and women 
who will come to the ald of these white 
boys and girls here at home. The pub- 
lic school teacher who is willing to put 
up with these hardships and endure 
hardness as a good soldier can un- 
doubtedly accomplish much in this, ae 
in other sections, but it is a task which 
calls for the best training and the most 
devoted sacrifice. A teacher who would 
confine her work to the school room 


the trained worker who comes in to 
bring about better living conditions 
in the community, tries to open up a 
litthe Sunday school for those who will 
attend, tactfully sets better ideals be- 
fore the country boys and girls, and 
interests the old people in  »detter 
things, will do much toward bringing 
about a better state of affairs among 
these people. There are forty-one school 
districts in this county, and‘ nineteen 
of these have voted a local tax for bet- 
ter teachers, better school buildings 
and longer terms. In these districts 
there is a seven to nine months’ school 
term, and some of them pay as high 
as $65 a month to the teachers in 
charge. These improvements are men- 
tioned simply to show what can be done 
where outside influences are brought 
to bear on the people and where a cam- 
paign of education is conducted among 
them, 

The children are worth the saving. 
They belong to the type of native stock 
in which les: the strength and hope of 
our nation. Effort made in their be- 
half will richly repay those who make 
it. The claim that they are hard to 
get at is no doubt true, but are they 
as hard to reach as the heathen for 
whom such effort is spent? Are they 
more intractable than the dweller on 
the other side of the world in whose 
behalf so many have cared and saocri- 
ficed so much? 

The truth of the matter is that those 
whose interest in missions does not 
grow out of an interest in the people 
at their own door may be questioned 
as understanding the first principles 
of Christian work. The worker who is 
not first interested in the ignorant at 
home may hardly be expected to work 
very zealously among the ignorant 
abroad.

“One of the things that has haunted 
me, especially since I wag in Britain 
last, is the reaction of war on the NHfe 
of the people. What was true of Rome 
under the Caesars and of France fol- 
lowing the Napoleonic wars, is true to- 
day. The standard of the nation’s man- 
hood has suffered. In Scotland I found 
it had been necessary to lower the

requirements three times 


‘within the last century to secure men 


to complete the regiments. 

“In war the law of evolution—the 
survival of the fittest—works inverse- 
jy. It is the fittest who are sacrified 
and who do not survive. The unjust 
land laws of Great Britain sent many 
of her most ambitious sons over the 
'seas, and formed one of the big fac- 
, tors in the social degeneration of the 
‘country. A more important factor, 
however was the act of sending out 
the strong, the heroic and the most 
virile men to be slain on the field of 
battle.” 

The sacrifice of 1,000,000 men in the 
civil war, who were removed from the 
ranks of industry and offered up on 
the battlefield, was lamented by the 
speaker. He said the men who enlist- 
ed for war were principally the most 
heroic, the most capable and vigorous 
specimens of manhood, and that they 
left behind to raise sons and replenish 
the land, the least fit, the unfit, and the 
unheroic. 

In the vigorous tones and _ virile 
viewpoint of the speaker was evinced 
the spirit that had come down from 
the MacDonalds and the Grants, who 
emigrated from the Scottish highlands 
to Nova Scotia, and had borne their 
part In the war of the revolution. 

Another native of Canada, who is 
evinting considerable interest in the 
proposed arbitration treaty between 
this country and foreign countries, is 
James Brown Scott, for years solicitor 
of the American state department, and 
now secretary of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion for Universal. Peace. Mr. Scott 
represented the United States at the 
second international peace conference 
at The Hague in 1907, and had charge 
of the project, successfully carried 
through, of See & permanent 
international conrt. 

Mr. Scott has long believed in ex- 
tending the principle of arbitration by 
treaty to cover all disputes that may 
arise between nations, including those 
usually exempted affecting questions 
of “vital interest and*national honor.”
